ADEN NATIONALIST FACTIONS IN FIERCE BATTLE 

RIVAL ARAB NATIONALIST groups in Aden fought a 
pitched battle yesterday on the waterfront in continuing com¬ 
bat that waa reported to have killed more than 60 Arabs in 
the past 72 hours. The 10.000-man South Arabian Army order¬ 
ed both sides to stop fighting by dawn today. 

The Army ultimatum ordered the feuding groups to nego¬ 
tiate directly and jointly with Britain on independence for 
this Red Sea protectorate at the heel of the Arabian Penin¬ 
sula. The two groups are the National Liberation Front and 
the Front for the Liberation of Occupied South Yemen. 

VIET CATHOLIC SLATES STRONG IN SENATE FIGHT 

ROMAN CATHOLIC CANDIDATES for the South Vietnam¬ 
ese senate appeared on their way today to winning one third 
of the chamber's 60 seats. Prime Minister Nguyen Cao Ky 
looked like a major loser in the Senate campaign. 

Unofficial results showed two strongly Roman Catholic 
tickets among the six leading slates of 10 men each. Another 
front running ticket was headed by a former President of the 
rational assembly under Roman Catholic President Ngo Dinh 
Diem.

canvassers away, many were 
unable to state definite opin¬ 
ions, feeling that they “didn't 
know all the facts.” The 
greatest uncertainty, up to 
%, was on the questions of 
withdrawal or victory. 

Of those people who ex¬ 
pressed an opinion, more than 
half (52%) declared that the 
war was morally unjustified, 
and an overwhelming 91% 
called for greater efforts at 
negotiation. 59% advocated 
ending the bombing of North 
Vietnam on moral or practi¬ 
cal grounds. Most felt the 
bombing was not accomplish- 
j mg its purposes. Others noted 
| U Thant's continued asser¬ 
tions that a bombing halt 
could lead to negotiations 
within a few weeks. 

Most surprising, however, 
was that one-half (49.6%) ad¬ 
vocated withdrawal of U.S. 
troops, clearly outnumbering 
the 38% who favored pressing 
for military victory. 

Patricia Deats, executive 
secretary, said that this was 
largely due to a growing dis¬ 
illusion with a war which 
people were beginning to re¬ 
alize is an American war. 
The South Vietnamese just 
aren’t fighting on our side. 
“Many people think the South 
Vietnamese are just sitting 
back and letting us do the 
fighting and dying. They 
haven't yet realized that a 
large number of the South 
Vietnamese are in fact fight¬ 
ing bitterly for their inde¬ 
pendence against an outside 
aggressor. But they see us as 
that aggressor. Right now the 
somewhat provincial revul¬ 
sion to the war is mostly cen¬ 
tered on the injustice of 
American's dying, perhaps 
futilely, for South Vietnam's 
independence. When people 
realize that Americans and 
South Vietnamese are both 
dying, and that our govern¬ 
ment's goals are not those of 
the South Vietnamese people, 
then there will be a moral 
revulsion against our policy.” 

The poll has been conducted 
by 68 Newton volunteers, in¬ 
cluding high school and col¬ 
lege students, housewives, 
professors, and businessmen. 

Mark Phillips, field secre¬ 
tary, reported that, although 
canvassing began late in 
some wards, there was a good 
sampling of different areas. 
No ward had fewer than 50 
people canvassed. 

The poll was not intended 
as a scientific instrument, 
said John Oliver Perry, who 
helped design it. It does, how¬ 
ever, give some idea of New¬ 
ton opinion. It has given 
many Newton people concern¬ 
ed about the war an excuse 
to talk seriously and system¬ 
atically with their neighbors, 
forcing them to confront is¬ 
sues and alternatives. 

Many people have been en¬ 
couraged to read more, to 
write their Congressmen, to 
attend Wednesday night meet¬ 
ings or neighborhood discus¬ 
sion groups. 623 signatures 
have been gathered on a peti¬ 
tion to Congresswomen Marg¬ 
aret Heckler to hold open 
hearings on the war. Most en¬ 
couraging to the canvassers 
are the people they find who 
are willing and eager to join 
in working to end the war. 

Here are the results of the 
poll as released by the New¬ 
ton Vietnam Summer organi¬ 
zation:

at Bigelow Junior High School 
where construction of a new 
school building is now under¬ 
way. 

Clarence Truesdell, former¬ 
ly a Newton school psycholo¬ 
gist, will he principal at the 
new Burr School. 

Van Seaslioles will begin 
his first year as principal of 
Day Junior High School in 
Newtonville. 

He lias been involved in a 
doctoral program at Harvard 
for two years and last year 
worked part-time as assistant 
principal at Day. 

At Meadowbrook Junior 
High in Oak Hill former 
assistant principal Maurice 
Blum will begin hi* Job a* 
principal. 

Eugene Sullivan, formerly a 
guidance counselor at Weeks 
Junior High School, will be 
the new assistant principal at 
Bigelow. 

A $55,000 grant from the 

federal government under Title 
III of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act will 
be used for an evaluation 
project of the individualized 
learning program at Meadow- 
brook Junior High. 

Also to he initiated is a pilot 
program during lunch hours 
in three elementary schools. 
The children will bring their 
own cold lunches and super¬ 
vision will be provided. The 
project, which will be carried 
out in the Hyde, Cabot and 
Pierce Schools, will be watched 
with great interest by many 
parents. 

Enrichment programs in art, 
music and physical education 
will round out the lunch hour 
in the three pilot schools.

Evaluation of the experi¬ 
mental lunch program will de¬ 
termine whether or not the 
city will eventually adopt the 
one session concept for all of 
its elementary schools.

ond flour, the space in the 
old building will be convert¬ 
ed for patient rooms. 

The wing will he built with 
money collected in a building 
fund drive that started in 1965 
and was completed early this 
year. Some $3.5 million was 
raised. The fund-drive money 
and some anticipated aid from 
the federal government will be 
used to construct the new wing 
which will contain a little 
more than one million square 
feet of space. 

The Hospital will petition 
the Board of Aldermen soon 
for permissive use to add 
the wing. 

Also eontemplated under 
the new building program Is 
an addition in back of the 
hospital. Although not nearly 
the size of the new wing, the

Newton ile Tells 
Reasons Behind 
Restaurant Loss 

Of every 10 new restaurants 
opening each month, only five 
will be in business after one 
year and only two after five 
years. 

John W. Stokes of Newton, 
a food service consultant and 
a former restaurant operator, 
cites three basic reasons for 
this high percentage of 
failure: lack of adequate 
working capital, lack of food 
knowledge and lack of man¬ 
agement skills. 

Several years ago, in order 
to provide the necessary 
knowledge to the restaurant 
operator, Stokes developed a 
course in Modern Principles 
and Methods of Food Service 
Management. This year the 
course will be offered through 
the Office of Conference De¬ 
velopment at Boston Univer¬ 
sity. 

The course is open to oper¬ 
ators, managers and em¬ 
ployees of restaurants, in¬ 
dustrial cafeterias, school, 
hospital and other industrial 
food services, caterers and 
contractors, and those who 
are thinking of entering the 
food service field. 

Among the topics covered 
are purchasing, menu plan¬ 
ning, quantity cookery, sanita¬ 
tion and safety, cost control, 
personnel problems, and mer¬ 
chandising. The text will be 
Stokes’ most recent book 
“How to Manage a Restaurant 
or Institutional Food Service.”

Any sign that, with respect to the prem¬ 
ises on which it is erected, advertises or indicates one or more 
of the following: The address of the premises, the person oc¬ 
cupying the premises, the business transacted on the prem¬ 
ises, and which contains no other advertising matter. 

Sign, Non-Accessory. Any billboard, sign or other adver¬ 
tising device that does not come within the foregoing defi¬ 
nition of an accessory sign. 

Sign. Marquee. Any sign which is attached to a marquee 
or similar permanent roofed structure which projects over 
public property and is attached to a building and supported 
by the buiiding or on column supports from grade or a com¬ 
bination of both. 

Sign, Roof. Any sign which extends or exists above the 
lowest exterior wall of the building to which it is affixed, pro¬ 
vided that a sign affixed to a wall shall not be deemed to be 
a roof sign unless it extends more then three feet above the 
roof plate sign. 

Sign, Standing. Any sign erected on or affixed to the land 
by post, pole, pylon or any framing or supporting device or 
stand which is not attached to a building. 

Sign, Political. Any outdoor sign cf a temporary nature 
used in an election campaign which may pertain to candi¬ 
dates for elective office or to matters brought before the pub¬ 
lic in the form of referenda. 
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in a location other than provided above, if it is determined 
that the architecture and location of tne building with refer¬ 
ence to the street or the nature of the use of the business es¬ 
tablishment is such that an additional sign or one of a larger 
size should be permitted in the public interest. In granting 
such permission the board of aldermen shall specify the size 
and location of such sign or signs and impose such other 
terms and restrictions as it may deem necessary in the pub¬ 
lic interest » 

(7) Standing signs are prohibited except as provided by 
subparagraph (6) (i) of this paragraph (c) or except as fol¬ 
lows. In particular instances, the board of aldermen may 
permit standing signs in business, limited manufacturing and 
manufacturing districts, if it is determined that the nature of 
the use of the premises, the architecture of the building or its 
location with reference to the street is such that a standing 
sign or signs should be permitted in the public interest. In 
granting such permission, the board shall specify the size, 
type and location and shall impose such other terms and re¬ 
strictions as it may deem to be in the public interest and in 
accordance with the building code provided that any such 
sign shall not exceed 100 square feet in area; or 20 feet in 
any linear dimension; or 20 feet in height from the ground. 

(8) No non-accessory sign shall be erected or maintained 
in any business, limited manufacturing or manufacturing 
district unless authorized under a permit lawfully issued, and 
remaining in full force and effect, by the outdoor advertising 
authority or any duly authorized succeeding official or agen¬ 
cy, under the provisions of G.L. ch. 93. secs.

Solon’s Israeli Trip 
Had Two-Fold Purpose 


State Rep. Joseph G. Brad¬ 
ley, of Newton, said this week 
that his recent trip to Israel 
had a two-fold purpose. 

He said that "because the 
Middle East is quite a boiling 
pot of problems today.” he 
wanted to get information 
about Israel and the situation 
there. 

Also, because he will be 
heading a drive in Massachu¬ 
setts to raise funds to build 
a recreational facility, includ¬ 
ing a swimming pool, at the 
Israeli Army outpost in Gro- 
fit, he visited there. 

"While in Israel I traveled 
about 1800 miles inside the 
country," said Bradley "vis¬ 
iting Tel Aviv, Haifa, Naza¬ 
reth, Bethlehem, the Gulf of 
Aquaba, Jerusalem, and Gal¬ 
ilee, and went into sections 
of Jordan and Syria presentlv 
under control of the Jews." 

Asked about the Arab refu¬ 
gee problem, Bradley said 
lhat his observation was that 
the Israeli government is do¬ 
ing all it can to help those 
who stayed. 

“In Syria they have estab¬ 
lished medical facilities and 
are in the process of inoculat¬ 
ing the people, straightening 
out water supplies and mak¬ 
ing life a little more com¬ 


fortable," Bradley said. 

Bradley said he was con¬ 
vinced that Israel is not de¬ 
sirous of maintaining control 
over all the territories and 
people it acquired during the 
six-day war, that it would be 
a physical impossibility to su¬ 
pervise another million 
Arabs. There are only 2.3 
million Jews in the country. 

“I believe they are interest¬ 
ed in retaining the Holy iCty, 
but I don’t think they want 
the Sinai peninsula They do 
want to demilitarize Golan 
Heights. 

"The Israelis want to be 
completely left alone. I think 
they would be happy not even 
being recognized but just to 
he left alone. Now. because of 
(he necessity caused by direct 
confrontation of Arabs and Is¬ 
raelis at the conference table, 
the Arabs must admit they 
are there ...Unless the 
Arabs admit they exist, I 
don't think the Israelis will 
negotiate." 

Bradley described Israel as 
"the most exciting country I 
have ever seen. What the 
people have done in the area 
of agriculture is fantastic, 
and there are many beautiful 
farms.”

RIFT BETWEEN McNAMARA, LBJ ON BOMBINGS DENIED 

U.S. AIR STRIKES against Haiphong have raised ques¬ 
tions whether Defense Secretary Robert S. McNamara has 
capitulated to the generals, with President Johnson ordering 
a major new bombing campaign against North Vietnamese 
seaports. Both suggestions were steadfastly denied by Ad¬ 
ministration officials Wednesday. 

Assistant Defense Secretary Phil G. Goulding labeled "un¬ 
true" reports that approval has been given to bomb the port 
of Haiphong so long as foreign ships are not hit. "No author¬ 
ity has been given to attack the port facilities of Haiphong," 
he said. “Several military targets within Haiphong and its 
environs have been authorized for attack and have been at¬ 
tacked, some more than a year ago and some more recently. 
Attacks on the port facilities are not approved.” 

SENATE SENDS $70 BILLION DEFENSE BILL TO LBJ 

THE SENATE PASSED and sent to the White House yes¬ 
terday a $70 billion defense money bill — biggest single ap¬ 
propriation in the nation's history — with an amendment that 
could wreck a big arms deal with Britain. The vote was 49 
to 29. The compromise measure contains a House-approved 
amendment by Rep. John Byrnes, R-Wis., that orders all 
U.S. Naval vessels to be built in American shipyards, a pro¬ 
posal firmly opposed by the Administration. 

The amendment effectively overruled an Administration 
decision to permit Britain to bid for construction of seven 
wooden hull minesweepers for the U.S. Navy at a cost of 
$60.7 million. 

N. Y. SCHOOL WALKOUT IN COURT TODAY 

STUDENTS PICKETED the pickets yesterday in New York 
on the third day of a teachers’ walkout which has caused 
chaos in the nation's largest school system since its fall term 
opened Monday. More than half a million students stayed 
home. 

The Board of Education was to have its day in court today, 
seeking contempt citations which would jail UFT leaders and 
Impose a $10.000-a-day fine on the union. City officials contend 
that the work stoppage is a violation of the Taylor law, which 
forbids strikes by public employees in New York State. 

H. RAP BROWN JAILED IN VIRGINIA 

BLACK POWER MILITANT H. Rap Brown, wanted in 
Maryland on charges of inciting a riot, was arrested yester¬ 
day in Alexandria, Va., and jailed without bond to await ex¬ 
tradition. 

At the request of Alexandria officials, he was taken to the 
city jail in Richmond, Va., 100 miles to the south. Brown will 
remain in jail for at least three weeks — until Oct. 3., when 
a court hearing in Alexandria is scheduled on his application 
for a writ of habeas corpus.

'DIE, AMERICAN DOGS!' SHOUT ATTACKING VIET REDS 

NORTH VIETNAMESE troops shouting, "Die, American 
dogs!" hurled themselves at a string of U.S. Marine and 
South Vietnamese frontier outposts yesterady. The Leather¬ 
necks drove them back in bitter fighting and heavy bombers 
quickly hammered their demilitarized zone invasion bases. 

Military sources said the intensified attacks across the 
DMZ may be a new push by the North Vietnamese to hamper 
construction of the "strip of death” barrier authorized and 
announced last week by Defense Secretary Robert S. McNam¬ 
ara. In the attacks, the Marines lost six men killed and 99 
wounded. 

INDIAN; CHINESE TROOPS BREAK CEASEFIRE 

INDIAN AND CHINESE troops yesterday battled with 
artillery and mortars across a border Himalayan mountain 
pass in the kingdom of Sikkim in the third consecutive day of 
fighting. There were indications Peking had rejected an Indian 
call for a cease fire. Casualties mounted on both sides as the 
battle flared to new intensity. 

The Indian troops guarding Sikkim's mountainous border 
charged the Chinese broke a 12-hour lull in the battle by open¬ 
ing fire first again Wednesday. An Indian Defense Ministry 
communique said the artillery and mortar bursts were inter- 
apersed with small arms fire from craggy mountain peaks. 

POPE MAY NEED SURGERY, NO CANCER INVOLVED 

VATICAN SOURCES said yesterday Pope Paul VI may 
need surgery to keep a urinary tract infection from return¬ 
ing. But they said there is no question of cancer. 

The sources said three top physicians who examined the 
69-year-old pontiff suspect his illness may have been caused 
by an enlargement of the prostate gland. The physicians no 
longer are concerned over the Pope's current infection, the 
Vatican said. But if the infection was caused by an enlarged 
prostate — or possibly a kidney stone — the Pope could 
suffer similar infections in the future. 

DRIFTING BEULAH TRYING TO MAKE UP HER MIND 

TROPICAL STORM BEULAH drifted aimlessly westward 
■outh of Jamaica last night trying to rebuild its lethal winds. 
"The next 12 to 24 hours will tell the story — whether Beulah 
reintensifies and which direction it will move,” said fore¬ 
caster Joe Golden at the National Hurricane Center in Miami. 

Two other tropical twisters remained far off shore in the 
^Atlantic, a threat only to shipping. Doria was stalled about 
325 miles north of Bermuda with top winds of 80 mph. Hurri¬ 
cane Chloe, packing 110 mph winds drifted slowly northward 
•t about S mph 750 mile* eastsoutheast of Bermuda.

Newton TB Association In 
W arning About Flu Season 


“That time of year” isn’t 
very far off—the Winter sea¬ 
son with its threats of serious 
flu outbreaks, warns the New¬ 
ton Tuberculosis and Health 
Association. 

This year the Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral of the U.S. Public Health 
Service, Dr. William H. Stew¬ 
art, is rather emphatic about 
the danger. Flu cases may 
be expected in “substantial 
numbers,” he warns. 

Which flu bug is the buga¬ 
boo this time? Much of the 
trouble is likely to be caused 
by type A-2, according to Dr. 
Stewart. Fortunately, the 
people aren’t defenseless. An 
improved vaccine has been 
found effective against dis¬ 
ease agent A-2, and promises 
better protection than any in 
the past. 

Meanw hile, back at the Pub¬ 
lic Health Service, it is ur¬ 
gently suggested that those in 
need of flu immunization 
should take care of the mat¬ 
ter right after October 1st if 
possible. A little time is re¬ 
quired for the vaccine to take 
effect. 

Who are the people that 
need immunization? PHS is 
specific about it: (a) those 45 
years old or more, and par¬ 
ticularly those over 65; (b) 
those who have chronic ill¬ 
ness; (c) patients in nursing 
homes, chronic disease hos¬ 
pitals, and comparable

What"s To Laugh About? 

There are things that happen sometimes that give 
us a chuckle. Something happened last week that caused 
us to smirk and without editorializing about it, we'll 
just present the facts. 

We quote from “The Periscope’’ section of News¬ 
week magazine dated Sept. 11. “The idea of an elec¬ 
tronic barrier across the neck of Vietnam will probably 
never get beyond the talking stage. Top Army officials 
privately express their coolness to a proposed barrier 
to run 43 miles across the Demilitarized Zone ami per¬ 
haps another 100 miles across neighboring Laos. Their 
main objection: it would take an estimated $3 billion 
to install the minefields, laser, seismic, acoustic and 
other anti-infiltration devices — and 250,000 troops to 
patrol the barrier. 

“Even then, the generals say, ‘the barrier could 
be breached and spoofed. The Viet Cong would have 
alarm bells ringing all the time.”’ 

Well, apparently Defense Secretary Robert S. Mc¬ 
Namara doesn’t read Newsweek, or, if he does, he 
surely doesn’t pay any attention to it. Thursday he 
announced the United States will build a barrier strip 
with barbed wire and electronic eyes and ears between 
North and South Vietnam to impede Communist infil¬ 
tration. 

The merits of the major strategic decision are 
not for us to discuss at this time for the simple reason 
we just do not know enough about it. However the 
proposal has been debated hotly in Washington with 
the "doves” generally favoring it ami the “hawks” 
opposing it. The “doves reason that if infiltration of 
men and arms is cut down, then it would not be neces¬ 
sary to bomb in North Vietnam and thereby pave the 
way for peace. The hawkish view is that the electronic 
curtain will be used as a pretext to halt the bombing. 

We don’t know who is right or who is wrong but 
we do know it will cost the American people $3 billion 
to find out. But what’s another $3 billion. We’re rich. 

Come to think of it. That’s nothing to chuckle or 
smirk about. It is our money. 


Gun-Control Law Needed 

The constitutional right of Americans to bears arms 
has been cited by sportsmen and others in opposition 
to the Administration firearms-control bill now under 
consideration in Senate and House committees in Wash¬ 
ington. In the light of the mayhem that takes place 
almost daily in the United States and the inflamed 
preaching of the Stokeley Carmichaels and the H. 
Rap Browns, we think that argument is specious. 

In the opinion of J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, strong gun-control 
legislation is urgently needed. “I think mail-order fire¬ 
arm purchases should be banned, interstate transporta¬ 
tion of firearms controlled, and local registration of 
weapons required and enforced,” he said in the Sep¬ 
tember FBI law enforcement bulletin. 

He emphasized that "strong measures must be 
taken, and promptly, to protect the public.” 

Mr. Hoover also told a Congressional committee: 
“You have to get a license for your dog; you have to 
get a license to drive your car; you have to get a license 
to go into business ventures. I see no great problem 
to the individual in requiring all guns to be registered 
if the owner has nothing to hide and if he is a law- 
abiding citizen.” 

We are all for our precious rights guaranteed us 
under the Constitution but we have to go along with 
Mr. Hoover in advocating registration of guns. We 
believe there is rising public sentiment on the issue. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, a leading exponent of 
strong gun legislation — with good cause — reports 
a recent upsurge in mail on the subject. The Senior 
Senator from the Bay State finds his mail not only 
reflects citizen support for effective and reasonable 
weapons’ legislation, but “comes from individual citi¬ 
zens who are not part of any organized campaign, and 
do not have any special interest to promote, but feel 
their civic duty compels them to speak up.” 

We heartily agree with Mr. Hoover who says the 
time for debating the issue is past, and “the time for 
action is here.”

Political High light A 

There are those who would like to see each legis¬ 
lative session end almost as soon as it convenes. They 
either do not understand the degree of complexity of 
burgeoning social and economic programs in this elec¬ 
tronic age or they would blindly turn over the func¬ 
tions of their elected representatives to an executive 
bureaucracy. 

A legislative session is not prolonged by willful 
legislators. Adjournment of a session must give 
way to changing conditions which involves statu¬ 
tory reforms. 

Also, a session may be prolonged by a Chief Execu¬ 
tive who desires to spread out his legislative program 
over several months to give it greater exposure. 

There are occasions, of course, when a Governor 
cannot present his legislative program in full at the 
beginning of a legislative session — such as was the 
custom a generation or more ago. 

In 1965, for example, the Governor could not 
anticipate that Congress would make changes in 
the social security laws which would require state 
acceptance almost immediately in order to protect 
benefits for the people of the Commonwealth. 


There have been other fed¬ 
eral enactments, such as vari¬ 
ous aid to education, medical 
aid and elderly benelit pro¬ 
grams, which would have been 
lost to Massachusetts for 
months if the Legislature 
failed to keep pace with Con¬ 
gress by remaining in session 
to enact companion legislation. 

The public should recognize 
that a long legislative session 
is not of itself a bad thing. A 
long session permits a more 
thorough study by the Legisla¬ 
ture of tiie many changes 
which segments of the public 
are demanding in the areas of 
insurance and election re¬ 
forms. 

One of the most pressing 
matters still pending in the 
current session is civil service 
reforms. The Legislature strug¬ 
gled with its own proposals in

this field for months and had 
reached a consensus only re¬ 
cently only to discover that 
within the past two weeks the 
executive department had sub¬ 
mitted its own program for a 
complete revamping of the law. 

This is not to criticize the 
Governor’s office, hut it 
points up that it would have 
been impossible to push 
through an acceptable civil 
service reform measure months 
ago when thinking in neither 
of the two branches of govern¬ 
ment had reached anything 
approaching a common under¬ 
standing. 

The performance of the 
Massachusetts General Court 
i.eeds no defense from me for 
the fact that it is still in ses¬ 
sion to police the laws we have 
enacted and to assure that those 
yet to be enacted will suit the 
times and the purposes for 
which they have been drafted. 

The General Court is not 
perfect, no more than is 
either of the other branches of 
state government. But we are 
striving for perfection. 

Accepting as necessary that 
the Legislature must hold long¬ 
er legislative sessions, we 
have begun to move to imple¬ 
ment the work of the House 
and Senate hv providing them 
with the staffs which in the 
past were available only to 
the Executive Department. 

As legislation has become 
more complicated, the legislat¬ 
ors, as the Governor, has 
found it necessary to obtain 
the services of experts. The 
General Court cannot he al¬ 
lowed to become a subservient 
branch of government, an echo 
of the Executive Department, 
but must demonstrate its inde¬ 
pendence of thought and 
action. 

To report on the progress of 
the current session, to point 
up llie fact that ue have not 
been dawdling: 

This year, legislative com¬ 
mittees already have disposed 
of 7452 matters — 1654 more 
than the total number of mat¬ 
ters submitted to the session 
of two years ago. And more 
titan twice the work 1 >ad of 
a legislative session of only 10 
years ago. 

There was a record number 
of petitions filed this year — 
the total, to date, is 7901—and

there are still 449 pending in 
committee at this time. 

Hie fact of the matter is 
tluit the Legislature is running 
away ahead of two years ago. 

Proof of this is found in the 
office of the Secretary of State 
which reports that, as of this 
writing. 602 acts and 126 re¬ 
solves have been placed on the 
hooks this year. 

The great hulk of the legis¬ 
lative work load is complete¬ 
ly uninteresting to the aver¬ 
age citizen but of the utmost 
importance to the individual or 
individuals who filed the legis¬ 
lation. And all of it takes 
time. 

Some states, such as New 
York, have short sessions. But 
in many of these other states, 
a committee chairman who 
does not care for a particular 
hill or who has, a personal 
dislike for its sponsor can sim¬ 
ply put the hill in his pocket. 
And there it stays. Period. 

We cannot do that, here. 

We have, of course, no lim¬ 
itation on the length of ses¬ 
sions. Only this month the 
highly respected Research and 
Policy Committee of the Com¬ 
mittee for Economic Develop¬ 
ment issued a report called, 
“Modernizing State Govern¬ 
ment.” 

The report points out that 
only seven other stales have 
unlimited annual sessions and 
comments, “All states with 
heavy workloads need this 
kind of legislative freedom.” 

The report continues: “l n- 
restrieted annual sessions allow 
time for detailed study of ma¬ 
jor problems and more careful 
review of bills proposed to 
solve them. They afford more 
days and weeks for delibera¬ 
tions and they eliminate the 
long. 20-month period in which 
no legislative determinations 
are possible without the Gov¬ 
ernor's initiative. 

They reduce the flood of 
hasty and ill-considered legis¬ 
lation in the waning hours of 
a session without the need for 
clock-slopping tactics to per¬ 
mit adjournment by a fixed 
deadline. 

“They also allow continuity 
and more effective use of re¬ 
search and secretarial staffs. 
More careful attention can he 
given to budget matters with 
annual budgets replacing bi¬ 
ennial appropriation patterns; 
to prevent undue delays, spe¬ 
cific deadlines may he set for 
linancial enactments.” 

That's exactly the way the 
Massachusetts Legis 1 a t u r e 
functions. 

Scattered through the daily 
routine are many hills of ma¬ 
jor irnportanre. Signed into 
law this week was a measure 
to require all future motor ve¬ 
hicle driving licenses to have 
the pictures of the operators 
affixed to them. 

Many, of equal importance, 
however, get scant attention 
from the news media, although 
they affect the lives of all of 
us. Here are a few examples 
of our day-to-day activities 
that resulted in new laws, al¬ 
most without notice. 

Permit the use of electronic 
devices in voting;

America’s “Poverty Cult" 
has designed and built a myth 
amounting to a gigantic hoax,

“Creation of the Great So¬ 
ciety.” 

It is, of course, recognized 
that there is legitimate need 
for some welfare assistance: 
to those who are truly impov¬ 
erished and ill, the incapaci¬ 
tated, the aged, and those 
needed to care for the others, 
and all without personal re¬ 
sources. Our collective Amer¬ 
ican compassion dictates pub¬ 
lic care for them, and they 
are not included in this an¬ 
alysis. 

According to the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Health, Educa¬ 
tion and Welfare, Federal 
welfare grants to the States 
now total $4,200,000,000 an¬ 
nually, and, under present 
laws will, with no changes in 
benefit formulas, in five years 
increase to $6,700,000,000. 

Welfare handouts by States 
and local governmental agen¬ 
cies currently contribute an 
additional cost of: $2,700,000,- 
000. Thus, during unprece¬ 
dented boom times, the cur¬ 
rent annual welfare cost to 
taxpayers is approximately 7 
billion dollars. 

Who pays the bill? The 
workers, not the drones who 
even now protest that the 
handouts are not enough, a 
number of whom loot and 
burn and sack cities to em¬ 
phasize and enforce their de¬ 
mands. 

The usual plaintive cry of 
the Poverty Cult is that re¬ 
sultant of technological ad¬ 
vances there is no place for 
unskilled labor to find em¬ 
ployment. This is dogma that 
is expected to be accepted on 
faith because persons with 
important sounding titles 
within the Cult so proclaim. 

Factual current events 
compel any thinking person, 
who has to foot the bills 
through compulsory taxation, 
to wonder about the veracity 
of, and to examine such root 
concept as proclaimed on 
every front by the Poverty 
Cult. 

Facts prove that such proc¬ 
lamations have encouraged 
welfare as a way of life to 
the tax expense of those who 
work to produce the wealth 
and greatness of our nation. 

A news item on August 27th, 
1967. headlined “Few Willing 
to Pick State's Many Apples” 
avers that over three million 
bushels of apples are expect¬ 
ed and Massachusetts orch- 
ardists, as throughout all of 
New England, are beating 
the bushes for pickers. 

There is a market, a de¬ 
mand, for unskilled labor, 
both male and female, that 
utterly refutes the cry of the 
Poverty Cult.

Classify amyl nitrate as a 
harmful drug, sold only on 
prescription; 

Permit local tax collectors 
to use electronic devices; 

Suspend or revoke the li¬ 
censes of anyone convicted of 
forging a driver's license or 
registration; 

Establish a penalty for a 
person committing assault and 
battery to collect a loan: 

Prohibit the closing of the 
polls before 8 p.m. 

These are just a few of the 
many matters that went almost 
publicly unnoticed. 

The House has established 
an enviable record already 
this year for passing legisla¬ 
tion to combat crime. Some of 
it has been given necessary 
readings. Of these a score al¬ 
ready have become law this 
year. 

This legal arsenal of crime 
fighting measures includes 
practically every recommenda¬ 
tion of our recent hut now de¬ 
funct Crime Commission. Ad¬ 
ditionally a bill has just pass¬ 
ed the House which will pro- 
vide compensation up to 
$ 10,000 for innocent victim* 
of violent crime*.

Egelson Enters 
Alderman Fight 
For Re-election 

Alderman-at-large Louis I. 
Egelson Jr. of Newton Lower 
Falls announces that he will be 
a candidate to retain his seat 
from Ward 4 on the Newton 
Board of Aldermen. 

During his present term he 
has served on the standing 
committees of Public Works, 
Street Traffic, Legislation, and 
the Kenrick Fund. He has also 
been appointed to the special 
study committee on Low In 
come Housing, and serves on 
the Mayor’s Norumbega Park 
Study Committee. 

A resident of Newton for 
fifteen years. Alderman Egel¬ 
son is a graduate of Harvard 
College tcum laude) in the 
field of Applied Physics and 
received his masters degree 
from Harvard Business School. 

He is a member of the tech¬ 
nical staff of the MITRE Cor¬ 
poration, a non profit research 
and engineering organization 
that is an offspring of MIT's 
Lincoln Laboratory. At 
MITRE he serves as a con¬ 
sultant to the Air Force in 
systems engineering and proj¬ 
ect management on several 
defense programs. 

He is also a member of the 
faculty of Northeastern Uni¬ 
versity, Graduate School of 
Engineering, where he teaches 
a course in management in¬ 
formation systems and de¬ 
cision theory. 

His previous business experi¬ 
ence has been in the fields of 
electronics and data process¬ 
ing, in engineering and man¬ 
agement capacities. He is a 
veteran of World War II. with 
service overseas as an Air 
Force radar and communica¬ 
tions officer. 

His professional experience 
has been applied to a number 
of recent actions of the Board 
of Aldermen. In approving a 
petition for a heliport at Holi¬ 
day Inn Motel, the Board ac¬ 
cepted an amendment propos¬ 
ed by Alderman Egelson that 
requires yearly review and re¬ 
newal, because of the difficul¬ 
ty in enforcement of landing 
and departure flight pattern 
restrictions. 

Egelson later successfully 
proposed an Ordnance change 
to make these restrictions ap¬ 
ply to all heliports in Newton, 
now and in the future, so that 
the Board of Aldermen retains 
control in limiting unreason¬ 
able flight operations that 
could become a nuisance to 
nearby residential areas. 

When the Board of Aider- 
men was asked to permit erec¬ 
tion of a 320 foot radio tower 
for a local broadcasting sta¬ 
tion, Alderman Egelson sug¬ 
gested to the Claims and Rules 
Committee that a much lower 
tower could be used that would 
meet the technical require¬ 
ments of the petitioner and 
the Federal Communications 
Commission. With a 200 foot 
tower, the major objections of 
residential abutters were satis¬ 
fied and the petition was 
granted by the Board. 

Last March, the Governor's 
Stadium Commission announc¬ 
ed its recommendation to lo¬ 
cate the new sports stadium in 
Weston at the junction of 
Routes 30 and 128, and the 
Mass. Turnpike, adjacent to 
the western boundary of New¬ 
ton. 

Alderman Egelson filed a 
resolution opposing a site with¬ 
in or near Newton for the new 
stadium. In support of his 
resolution he presented a sys¬ 
tems study to the Board show¬ 
ing that, even at the junction 
of two eight-lane highways, the 
site would suffer from ex¬ 
treme traffic congestion unless 
it were also served by high 
volume public transportation 
facilities. 

His study was later used by 
representatives of the town of 
Weston in meeting with the 
Governor to argue for recon¬ 
sideration of the site. 

The resolution was assigned 
to the Legislation Committee 
for study, and a public hear-

No action has as 
yet been taken by the Board, 
since it now appears that a site 
in Boston will be chosen.

creased. The largest jumps 
were at the Underwood 
School, up 43, and and the 
Lincoln-Eliot, which rose by 
36 pupils. 

Broun declared that the 
pupil increases were due in 
part to the opening of new, 
attractive buildings such as 
the Burr School hut also at¬ 
tributed them to the shift 
of some parochial school 
pupils to public schools, as 
well as to the influx of fami¬ 
lies with school age chil¬ 
dren. 

He explained that new tui¬ 
tion rates at some parochial 
schools have created difficul¬ 
ties for parents, and added 
that, although he has been in 
contact with parochial school 
principals and Archdiocesan 
authorities, prediction of 
change is very difficult. 

By Monday afternoon 9.343 
elementary school children 
had registered as opposed to 
9,349. A slight loss was regis¬ 
tered despite the addition of 
25 Roxbury-North Dorchester 
children to the METCO pro¬ 
gram. 

School Comm itteeman 
Hawkridge pointed out that 
past experience indicates 
that about 200 more chil¬ 
dren will register in coming 
days. 

In answer to a question by 
Committeeman Vincent P. 
Stanton. Dr. Brown said that 
the increased METCO enroll¬ 
ment has not complicated the 
pupil distribution program. 

METCO children at the 
crowded Hyde School are in 
upper grades, where the in¬ 
flux of children has not been 
felt. 

The increase in METCO 
pupils, however, was dis¬ 
tributed at the Oak Hill, 
Spalding. Countryside, Claflin 
and Williams schools, all of 
which noted a decrease in 
total enrollment, as well as 
at the Davis School which 
took METCO pupils for the 
first time this year. 

The expansion in METCO 
enrollment will be paid for 
by State funds, which have 
become available for the 
first time this year. Newton 
will receive S15.250 for tui¬ 
tion of METCO pupils. 

Brown noted that a second 
bus will serve the Roxbury- 
North Dorchester children 
coming to Newton this year. 
One bus will drop children at 
the North Side Schools, while 
the other will distribute them 
directly at South Side Schools. 
Last year the children were 
dropped at the Hyde School

cumbersome system of taxies 
to reach their schools. 

Another change in the 
METCO program will be

involved no alterations. 

On the brighter side, Brown 
reported that the Bigelow 
Junior High School is pro¬ 
gressing after a slowdown 
due to encountering some un¬ 
expected ledge. The Board of 
Aldermen have voted an ap¬ 
propriation for an architect 
for the new F.A. Day Junior 
High School.

Clare Romano and John Ross 
created most of the 30 Ber- 
man-Medalie prints during 
their assignment in Romania 
and Yugoslavia in 1965 66, as 
Artists in Residence with the 
United States Information 
Agency Cultural Exchange Ex¬ 
hibition, "Graphic Arts, 
U.S.A." 

Architectural forms and 
landscapes appear in the often 
semi-abstract imagery. Du¬ 
brovnik, Ljubljana, the Adri¬ 
atic, Greek Islands, Italy, are 
among the locales that have 
inspired the artists. The colors 
are rich and muted, and 
sensitively used. Occasionally, 
photo engravings, traditional 
etching plates, coins, letters 
or words become a part of the 
total concept. 

Though the artists are hus¬ 
band and wife, their highly in¬ 
dividual talents and separate 
recognition and achievements 
are noteworthy. 

The work of Clare Romano 
has appeared in exhibitions at

Clare Romano's awards are 
numerous and include many 
from major museums and 
university exhibitions. She is 
the recipient of a Fulbright 
Grant to Florence, Italy, and 
a Louis Comfort Tiffany 
Award. She has had 15 one- 
man shows, the most recent 
in April 1967, at Associated 
American Artists Gallery, New 
York City. She is a painter 
and a printmaker and is cur¬ 
rently at work on a painting 
and cartoon for a large tapes¬ 
try for the lobby of the main 
office of a prominent New 


York banking concern. Clare 
Romano is also collaborating 
on a book on prir.tmaking with 
her husband. She is on the 
staff of Pratt Institute in 
Brooklyn, the Pratt Center for 
Creative Printmaking and the 
New School.

lng the size of the school bud¬ 
get rests solely with the 
School Committee, and in that 
capacity, we bear full reponsi- 
billty for financial decisions 
which affect the entire com¬ 
munity. With expenditures 
this year likely to approxi¬ 
mate $15 million, there is ob¬ 
viously a need for continuing 
evaluation of our priorities 
and goals in an objective and 
broad-visioned manner," he 
declared. 

"But is would be hypocriti¬ 
cal of me to point to the need 
for economy unless, at the 
same time, I express my con¬ 
viction that the annual school 
budget will and should con¬ 
tinue to increase,” the School 
Committeeman said. "As one 
important example, let me 
point out that 85 per cent of 
the budget is accounted for by 
salaries and this item will 
continue to increase if for no 
other reason than inflation. 

"In addition, we must make 
further improvements in staff¬ 
ing if we are to educate our 
youth towards a rich and 
meaningful life in an increas¬ 
ingly complex world. While 
the local student population 
has remaind fairly static, the 
horizons of men’s knowledge 
have obviously expanded 
sharply and the schools must 
respond to these greater quan¬ 
titative and qualitative needs,” 
he added. 

"It is obvious at this point 
that increased public educa¬ 
tion by itself has not brought 
us the increase in public vir¬ 
tue, or a lasting peace, nor 
many of the other social goals 
for which we as a country 
strive. But only a real pessi¬ 
mist would argue that our in¬ 
vestment has not brought us 
handsome returns. Perhaps we 
as a people need to reflect 
more often on the greater 
human expense of not moving 
ahead rather than merely view¬ 
ing our taxes as an unreward¬ 
ing annual drain,” Stanton 
affirmed. 

"Through the national news 
media, we hear and read a 
great deal about Newton's 
preeminent place in the field 
of public education. This 
should be and is a source of 
great pride to many. Our 
Superintendent and staff have 
brought great vision, dedica¬ 
tion, and ability to our schools. 
As we move ahead, however, 
the important question to me 
is not how others will look at 
us but how we will view our¬ 
selves — and how narrowly or 
broadly we will view the 
needs of future generations. 

"During the course of the 
past eight months, I have on 
several occasions questioned 
the need or desirability of ex¬ 
penditures on certain projects. 
I have always done this, how¬ 
ever, with full confidence that 
despite differing judgments on 
individual issues there is a 
common sense of purpose on 
the part of the School Admin¬ 
istration, the School Commit¬ 
tee, and most of the citizens. 

"It has been a privilege to 
serve as a School Committee¬ 
man on an interim basis. If 
elected to serve for the next 
two years, I would continue to 
strive to discharge the duties 
of that office conscientiously 
and prudently." 

Stanton, who was born and 
| raised in Newton, is married 
to the former Mary Alice 
Jacob of Pittsburgh, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. They have five children, 
four of who attend Newton 
| public schools. 

The Stantons have been ac¬ 
tive in the Underwood School 
| P.T.A., serving as Program 
Chairmen in 1964-65. They 
1 have also participated in 
[ several scouting activities and 
have entertained a number of 
foreign students. They were 
among the original incorpora¬ 
tors of Newman House of 
Newton, Inc., a center for the 
religious education of youth 
which is located at 442 Walnut 
street. They continue as mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Directors 
of that non-profit instituion. 

Stanton served as the first 
President, of the Executive 
Board of Our Lady's Parish 
Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine having taught for 
several years in the parish 
high school of religion. 

Ho has been active in fund 
raising for the Harvard Busi¬ 
ness School and Boston Col¬ 
lege and serves on the Alumni 
Com mittee on Continuing 
Education at the latter univer¬ 
sity. He has lectured on 
various aspects of investment 
analysis at Boston College, 
Northeastern University, and 
Georgetown University Law 
School.

Excluded from the proposed 
convention's work would be 
matters set forth in the Massa¬ 
chusetts Declaration of Rights 
and provisions concerning ju¬ 
dicial power other than that 
exercised by the Executive 
Council.

Six vacancies remained in 
the Newton school system's 
professional staff Monday 
night despite the summer- 
long recruiting effort of Per¬ 
sonnel Director James Laur- 
its and Assistant Personnel 
Director Thomas P. O’Con¬ 
nor, Jr. 

The effect of the draft is 
definitely beginning to be felt 
in recruiting teachers, Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Charles 
E. Brown told the Newton 
School Committee. The school 
systems must also compete 
with private industry, non¬ 
profit organizations and gov¬ 
ernment programs. 

“The teacher shortage is 
more accute every year,” 
Brown said. 

Lourits, who termed sum¬ 
mer hiring of teachers 
“bumpy” and complained of 
a “sellers’ market”, explain¬ 
ed that the vacancies develop¬ 
ed in recent days. They in¬ 
cluded a home economics 
teacher, a third grade teach¬ 
er, two music teachers, an 
elementary physical educa¬ 
tion teacher and a member 
of a social science curriculum 
writing team. 

In answer to a question 
by School Committeewoman 
Norma W. Mintz, Laurits 
said that in his conversations 
with prospective teachers he 
finds “one central theme. 
Will I be in a position to 
express and use some of my 
ideas?

The chiefs will have an op¬ 
portunity to see a demonstra¬ 
tion which compares the fire 
retardant qualities of fire 
rated asphalt roofing with 
the more combustible un¬ 
treated wood materials.

Only two local residents 
were aboard the ill-fated Cog 
Railway train at Mt. Wash¬ 
ington when it crashed last 
Sunday, claming eight lives 
and injuring 71 passengers. 

Mr. and Mrs. Richard Ever- 
beck, of 11-A Thornton street, 
Newton, wound up in the Cot¬ 
tage Hospital in Woodsville, 
N. H. Mr. Everbeck, a phys¬ 
ical education teacher at Day 
Junior High School, was dis¬ 
charged from the hospital 
quickly but his wife sustained 
a back injury for which she 
will require further treatment. 

Although not preferring to 
describe what he saw in con¬ 
nection with the accident and 
the events that followed, 
Everbeck said "I was the 
only person walking around 
up there for about a half an 
hour." 

He said ‘‘there is a lot of 
information which is said to be 
true that is incorrect and I 
am much disturbed about 
this.” 

He said a doctor who was a 
passenger on an upcoming 
train was the first on the 
scene to help. Together they 
administered first-aid to as 
many people as possible. 

About 45 minutes after the 
accident, Everbeck said, 
there were men able to move, 
some of them with broken 
shoulders and arms.

City Buys 183 
Voting Machines 

A contract for the purchase 
of 481 new voting machines 
has been awarded to the 
Raytheon Company of Lex¬ 
ington, according to City Pur¬ 
chasing Agent Harold T. Pils- 
bury. 

The machines, of the Sescor 
240 model, will cost $150 
apiece. 

Thirty-t'hree used Sescor 
240's will be purchased for 
demonstration use in each 
precinct at a cost of $50 
apiece. 

Instead of buying the ma¬ 
chines outright, the City will 
obtain a lease and an option 
on the machine. The total 
cost of the machines over a 
five year period will be 
$82,766.70 and the cost of us¬ 
ing them for a year will be 
$10,368.93. 

The machines should ar¬ 
rive by Monday. Oct. 2. and 
the election commissioner 
plans to conduct a voter edu¬ 
cation program throughout 
the City to prepare Garden 
City residents for their use. 

The Raytheon Company will 
aid the informational prq- 
gram with slides and litera¬ 
ture. 

They will also be on hand 
on election day and night to 
service the machines in case 
of mishap, although company 
advertisements claim that the 
voting machines can be 
thrown across the room with¬ 
out suffering damage.

A newspaper headline last week read: “Conigliaro 
Lost Until Next Year." The dismaying headline might 
be translated to read, in the near future, ‘‘Red Sox 
Lose Pennant Fight." 

And, why? Because the Red Sox, although they 
are still in the thick of the tight American League 
pennant race, cannot afford to lose a triple-threat hit- 
run-field ballplayer like 22-year-old Tony Conigliaro. 
Neither can they afford to lose anyone else on the 
young, aggressive team. 

Tony C. was lost to the team when he was hit on 
the cheekbone by a Jack Hamilton pitch. He was lucky. 
He sustained an injury from which he is expected to 
recover in due time. But he could have been killed. 
Tom Yawkey, owner of the Red Sox, could have lost 
forever a property worth approximately $500,000 on 
the open market — if he were to regard such a tragic 
loss in cold, hard cash. 

What happened to Tony C. could happen to any 
other baseball player and it is time that Baseball Com¬ 
missioner William Eckert did something about it. He 
should make it mandatory that all players wear helmets 
with ear-flaps; or, better still, wear the type of protec¬ 
tive helmets now worn by the Little Leaguers that give 
much better protection. 

We agree with sports columnist John B. Gillooly, 
that “Commissioner Inert" — as he humorously labels 
him — should emulate his predecessor who made it 
a rule that all ball players wear the present protective 
helmets. 

Retired Commr. Ford Frick saved many a baseball 
player from serious injury because of that rule. When 
it was first instituted, there was much grumbling by 
the players, many of whom were thankful a short time 
later. The only real holdout was Ted Williams, whose 
keen eyes and cat-quick reflexes saved him from being 
hit by the 70 to 90 mile-an-hour missiles. But even 
the great Ted compromised. He used to wear a special 
soft cap that was lined with foam rubber and/or other 
padding. 

At least three players on the Red Sox are using 
the ear-flap helmets now. Alike Andrews, Rico Petro- 
celli and Jim Lornborg all step into the batter’s box 
secure in the knowledge that what happened to Tony C. 
won’t happen to them. And the new-found security 
has helped raise the batting averages of Andrews and 
Rico by at least 10 points. 

We hope for the sake of the game and for the 
men who play the game, that it will be mandatory next 
year for all players to wear the new type helmets. 

Let's Keep An Open Mind 

Dr. William Markowitz, a Marquette University 
physicist, suggested recently that the Air Force call 
off any further investigations of flying-saucer reports 
despite pressures to continue such probes. 

In an article in Science magazine, official weekly 
of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, Markowitz declared that according to calcula¬ 
tions he himself has made, the control of reported un¬ 
identified flying objects (UFO’s) "by extraterrestial 
beings is contrary to the laws of physics.” 

He said that if the U.S. Patent Office can take a 
. position that it is impossible to construct a perpetual 
motion machine, then the Air Force should be able 
to take a position on closing out its investigations of 
' UFO’s. 

“We have been reminded that 21st century science 
will look back on us," Markowitz said. 

“This is true,” Markowitz continued. “We, our¬ 
selves, look back on eras when many people believed 
in the existence of centaurs, mermaids, and fire-breath¬ 
ing dragons. I am afraid that 21st century science will 
contemplate with wonder the fact that, in an age of 
science such as ours, the U.S. Air Force was required 
to sponsor repeated studies of UFO’s.” 

Dr. Markowitz is a brilliant physicist. But he 
forgot that men of bygone eras used to say “man is 
not a bird. He cannot fly.” 

Another thing he forgot: Extraterrestrial beings 
may not know about earth man’s laws of physics.

Teacher Strikes 

Editor of The Graphic: 

AFL-CIO United Federation 
of Teachers has presented a 
motion to the Court that all 
New York City Schools be 
ciosed on grounds that no 
qualified personnel are on 
hand to guide the children. 

In spite of a previous Court 
“no strike” order which has 
been defied for a number of 
days, and a more recent or¬ 
der by a State Supreme Court 
justice ordering an end to the 
teachers' strike, a leader of 
the walkout has announced 
that the mandate will be de¬ 
fied. 

No credence for logic can 
be attributed to the teachers 
who, while themselves in the 
act of defying the authority of 
the Court, expect the Court to 
issue orders and enforce 
obeyance upon the other 
party in contention, namely, 
the City. One is expected to 
go into Court with clean 
hands, including teachers 
unions. 

It is noted that recently H. 
Rap Brown, Black Power 
leader, is reported to have 
addressed teachers and volun¬ 
teers at School 201, and Floyd 
McKissick, Chairman of the 
Congress for Racial Equality 
(CORE) has been teaching 
children, by the class, with 
regard to strikes. 

It has ben stated by Har¬ 
vard Law School Professor 
James Vorenburg, Executive 
Director of Governor Volpe's 
Commission on Public Safety 
and a member of President 
Johnson's Commission on 
Crime, that “Fifteen year 
olds commit more serious 
crimes than any other age 
group, the second greatest 
number is committed by 16 
year olds, and the third by 14 
year olds.” 

Is it any wonder that chil¬ 
dren are crime prone when 
they spend most of their 
waking hours being instruct¬ 
ed by adults who, as a group, 
personally set such a flagrant 
example of lawlessness? 

New York State Law pro¬ 
vides punitive fines for strikes 
by public employees and the 
City is seeking a fine of $10,- 
000.00 per day to be levied 
against the teachers’ union, 
and jail for the leaders of the 
strike which affects 1,100,000 
school children. 

If such penalties be not im¬ 
posed, the teachers, by their 
very arrogance, will have 
taught all youth the monu¬ 
mental lesson of contempt for 
law, that laws, and legisla¬ 
tures, and courts, are all, in 
fact, a fiction and may be de¬ 
fied with impunity. 

An incensed community 
should now be fully awake to 
the attitude of these teach¬ 
ers with regard to law and 
order through their open and 
blatant defiance thereof, these 
teachers who are but public 
servants in the employ of, 
and paid by, the public, these 
teachers who are continually 
prattling about their “Profes¬ 
sional" qualifications, their 
expertise to properly mold 
the thinking of children and 
instruct in good citizenship. 

Apparently the statement is 
correct that “there is no 
qualified personnel on hand 
to guide the children," espec¬ 
ially the New York member¬ 
ship of the Federation of 
Teachers as they now have 
demonstrated for all the world 
tc see.

Political Highlight:

Polls and surveys have shown that close to 50 
per cent of Boston’s voters are still undecided as to 
whom they prefer among the nine men and one woman 
seeking election as Mayor. Whether that indecision is 
as important as many of the experts indicate is a 
question on which there is a sharp difference of opinion. 

Some of the undecided voters may make last- 
minute choices and record them Tuesday in the privacy 
of their polling places. However, the big majority of 
voters still on the fence undoubtedly will stay there 
and not go to the polls at all. 

But even small percentage of uncertain voters 
could make an impact on this fight if they make up their 
minds before the preliminary election and turn out to 
ballot Tuesday. 

School Committeewoman Louise Day Hicks 
and Secretary of State Kevin H. White appear to 
he the two favorites in the race as the candidates 
come down to the finishing wire. 

Former Development Administrator Edward J. 
Logue looms as a strong challenger. A big question is 
whether the tribute paid yesterday by Mayor John F. 
Collins to his former development chief can swing 
enough votes to Logue to move him up into second 
place. 

State Senator Stephen C. Daveport, City Councillor 
Christopher A. lannella, Representave John W. Sears 
and City Councillor Peter F. Hines all are potent dark- 
herse contenders, each with pockets of strength. 

School Committee Chairman John J. McDonough, 
businessman Nicholas Abraham and Boston Licensing 
Board member Albert O’Neil do not appear to this 
observer to be in serious contention for one of the two 
top qualifying spots. 

School Committeewoman Hicks and Secretary 
White went into this mayoralty campaign with the 
best balanced strength and support of any of the 
mayoralty contenders. They still seem to he in that 
position. 

Mrs. Hicks is the first woman ever to make a 
serious bid for election to the position of Mayor of 
Boston. Her big handicap is the fact that she is a wo¬ 
man although she herself does not consider it a handi¬ 
cap, and she will get the votes of a great many men 
next Tuesday. 

White is serving his fourth term and seventh year 
as Secretary of State. He is the only person ever to 
defeat Edward W. Brooke in a state-wide election. 
White topped Brooke decisively in 1960. Brooke came 
back from that defeat to win two elections as Attorney 
General and one as U.S. Senator. White certainly did 
not get his political start the easy way. 

Polls which have been taken have shown Mrs. 
Hicks the front-runner in a number of sections of Bos¬ 
ton, with White moving ahead of her in other areas. 

In almost all districts of Boston both White 
and Mrs. Hicks were found to be making respectable 
showings, and it is that balanced strength and 
support which make them the two favorites in the 
final stages of the campaign. 

One of the most unusual aspects to this important 
campaign has been the drive made by Logue for one 
of the two qualifying spots. 

In one sense it’s unusual that Logue is running 
at all. Just as extraordinary is the fact that Logue in 
a period of about two months has been able to move 
up to a position where he's in the thick of the fight. 

Logue is a capable administrator. No one can dis¬ 
pute that. He could be serving in the Johnson admini¬ 
stration today. He could be directing the Stuyvesant 
project for Senator Robert F. Kennedy. A number of 
cities have tried to hire him away from Boston. 

Instead of accepting one of their offers. Logue. who 
had never been a candidate for elective office before, 
chose to seek election as Mayor, and he has drawn 
substantial support. 

At this point he appears to he running third. 
He is counting on a strong finish 

Mayor Collins’ assertion that he intends to vote 
for Logue and his praise of Logue’s qualifications for

service as Mayor should help the former development 
administrator in his closing drive. 

Collins, incidentally, emphasized that he was not 
trying to dictate a choice for Mayor or force his views 
upon anyone but was answering a question as to how 
he plans to vote and explaining why. 

While he is serving his final months as Mayor, 
Collins is widely respected, and his statements carry 
a great deal of weight. 

Whether candidates such as Senator Daven¬ 
port, Councillor lannella. Representative Sears or 
Councillor Hines can muster the balanced support 
necessary across the city to match Mrs. Hicks, 
White or Logue and achieve an upset is a question 
which will remain unanswered until next Tuesday 
night. 

Davenport will top the field in the Jamaica Plain 
and Forest Hills sections and possibly in Roslindale. 
He will poll a good vote in West Roxbury. His chances 
of surviving the preliminary test depend on whether 
he can build up that support with sufficient strength 
in other sections of the city. He expresses confidence 
that he can. 

Governor Volpe, Senator Brooke, Attorney General 
Richardson and Lieutenant Governor Sargent gave add¬ 
ed impetus to the campaign of Representative Sears, 
lone Republican in the field, when they publicly en¬ 
dorsed his candidacy and championed his cause. 

Unfortunately for Sears, none of the four will be 
able to cast a vote for him. Volpe lives in Winchester, 
Brooke in Newton, Richardson in Brookline ami Sargent 
in Dover. But they have generated support for Sears 
and probably have caused some Republicans, who other¬ 
wise would have sat out next Tuesday’s preliminary 
election, to go to the polls and vote for Sears. 

Councillor lannella. always a good vote-getter 
in his campaigns for the City Council, believes he 
will surprise the political pundits when the vote 
totals are added Tuesday night. 

lannella is expected to lead the field in East Bos¬ 
ton and the North End and to run creditably in a num¬ 
ber of other areas. His prospects, however, will be 
hurt by the fact that Mrs. Hicks will cut into his vote 
in both East Boston and the North End, cutting down 
the totals he normally would receive in those areas. 
At one time it seemed likely that Mrs. Hicks would 
top lannella in those sectors. That no longer appears 
probable. 

Councillor Hines should be one of the strong con¬ 
tenders in Boston’s mayoralty race. He has been a 
capable, hard-working City Councillor.. He steadily 
boosted his vote in his runs for the Council. 

Hines is counting on rolling up a big vote in his 
home West Roxbury-Roslindale area and drawing an 
average of 1000 votes a ward. If he realizes that objec¬ 
tive, he will be in the thick of the battling for one of 
the two top positions. 

The West Roxbury Councillor, however, has been 
hurt by the fact that the political writers and columnists 
of the Boston daily newspapers have discounted his 
chances and not listed him among the major contenders. 

A lot of political hopes and dreams and ambitions 
will be shattered when the votes are counted Tuesday 
night. 

Of 10 candidates for Mayor only two can survive 
to carry their fights on into the November election. 

Developments in the closing stages of the campaign 
may play a part in determining which two that will be.

! As the doors at Newton 
South High School opened 
this year the students were 
greeted with changes through¬ 
out the school that effected 
all students, teachers, and 
administrators. 

j The most important change 
(was the lengthening of the 
school day. The extra block 
added to the end of the day 
was proposed to "accommo- 
j date the growing student 
population at Newton South, 
and to create more flexibility 
within the school day." The 
added period was not put into 
effect to hinder the students, 
but rather to aid both the 
teachers and the students. 

The plans and the design 
for Newton South were drawn 
up twelve years ago. The ar¬ 
chitects and the city officials 
tried to predict the influx in 
the population of Newton in 
order to construct a building 
large enough to cope with the 
rising student population. 

Newton South was built to 
hold 1500 students, and have a 
teaching staff of seventy-five. 
As of this year at Newton 
South there are 1700 students, 
and over 100 teachers. During 
the past summer twenty- 
four new teachers were added 
to the list, who are: John 
Bennett, guidance intern; 
Casper Clause, English intern; 
Marjory Evans, Science in¬ 
tern; Marjorie Flanagan, 
Math; Robert Goggin, Eng¬ 
lish; Ruth Goldman, Business; 
Dorothy Gonson, English; 
Constance Hunter, Social 
Studies; Rich Jameson, Math; 
Neil Johanson, Math ; Claudia 
Kargman, English; Sallie 
Katz, Social Studies; Socrates 
Lagios, Housemaster; David 
Levenson. Music; Dwight Mac- 
Kerron, English intern; Har¬ 
riet Nichols, French; Jane 
Pincus, French; Ruth Pitt, 
Science; Elaine Rakshys, 
Math; Herbert Rothfarb, 
guidance intern; Hugh San¬ 
born, Guidance; Roger Thomp¬ 
son, Social Studies; Carl 
Tranberg, Math; and Ellen 
Vainstein, Social Studies. 

In the past few years when 
the school became over¬ 
crowded it caused a great 
many inconveniences. To 
name a few, there were no free 
classrooms, the cafeteria had 
to be opened up to be used as 
a study. Classes could not be 
scheduled in the same room 
on a regular basis. There were 
very few places where stu¬ 
dents could work with their 
teachers. With this problem it 
was difficult to have good 
student-teacher relations, be¬ 
cause of the cramped quar¬ 
ters. 

Last year when the over 
crowding came to a point 
where something had to be 
done about it. suggestions to 
remedy the situation were 
polled. One idea was to add 
to the building. This sounded 
like a fine solution, but un¬ 
fortunately we are unable to 
add to Newton South. A sec- 
I ond idea was given a chance, 
double sessions. The teachers 
quickly vetoed this, because 
the added classes and running 
back and fourth would be 
more hectic than before. The j 
final bid for approval was to 
extend the day one period 
longer. This idea had Its pro's 
and con's, but it finally won 
the support of the teachers. 
When principal, Mr. William 
Geer, was asked, what the ex- 
,tra block would accomplish, 
he said, “with the extra pe¬ 
riod there would be more 
space to work with.” An ex-

plicit example is., there are 
nine math classrooms in New¬ 
ton South, and last year when 
there were seven blocks, there 
were a total of sixty-three 
math classes. This year with 
eight blocks, and still nine 
math classrooms, there are 
seventy-two math classes 
available. 

"With the increase In the 
number of applicable class¬ 
rooms there are more classes 
to absorb the extra students. 
There is much less crowding 
and pressure on both the stu¬ 
dents and the teachers." 

When Mr. Greer was asked 
if the extra period would 
give some students too much 
free time and leisure during 
the school day, he said, “a 
work study program will be 
in effect.” Some students may 
be able to arrange to have 
jobs during the school day. 
This program is much like the 
one Northeastern University 
uses in its curriculum 

The extra block has enabled 
Wheeler House to develop its 
own student union, with a 
quiet study. It has helped 
scheduling, and the blocks 
are rotated, so no student 
will have continuous classes 
all day. The late arrival and 
early dismissal is still a part 
of the program. 

The only thing that will l>e 
partially lost by adding the 
extra period is “Y" block, 
which was used last year as a 
time for students to go after 
school for extra help, This is 
not lost entirely because 
“XI" and “X2 ", the last peri¬ 
ods on Tuesday and Thursday 
are used for the same pur¬ 
pose. 

A change that has caught 
the eye of most all the stu¬ 
dents is the new look in the 
Wheeler House Commons 
Room. Towards the end of 
last year Wheeler House for¬ 
mulated its ideas and plans to 
remodel its Commons Room. 

The plan which has already 
begun, is to change room 6104 
to a quiet study, which was a 
regular classroom. When the 
room is changed to a study 
hall there will be dictionaries, 
magazines, reference books, 
study aids, and a rug. The 
room when completed will be 
for both students and teach¬ 
ers. 

The commons room will be 
split into two rooms by a 
dividing wall, that will house 
vending machines and elec¬ 
trical apparatus. One hall of 
the room will be a recreation 
area, which when finished 
might have a television set. 
ping pong tables, card tables, 
and other recreational fur¬ 
nishings. 

In the other half of the 
room there will be a semi¬ 
quiet study. There will he 
movie screens, tape record¬ 
ers, slide movies, other audit* 
visual equipment, and couch¬ 
es. All these additions to 
Wheeler House are designed 
to bring about a "creative 
a'mosphere.” 

The advisors to the stu¬ 
dents concerning the remod¬ 
eling are; Mr. Socrates La¬ 
gios, the Wheeler Housemas¬ 
ter; Mr. Busselle, and Mrs. 
McLain. 

The students of Wheeler 
House have organized com¬ 
mittees to plan and run the 
new Commons Room. The 
most active during the sum¬ 
mer was the construction 
committee which is headed by 
Martin Cohen. The other 
committees which are group¬ 
ing together now are: the 
membership, audiovisual, 
decorating, house rules, and 
the recreation committee. 

And a third change was in 
the greeting of the incoming 
Sophomores came about this 
year. Instead of the usual 
Welcoming Assembly, as in 
past years, there was a 
Sophomore Symposium. 

Opening the Symposium 
was Bartlet Hayes of the An¬ 
dover Art Museum Center. 
The object of the Symposium 
was to try to widen the stu¬ 
dents perspective, and views 
of school, the world, and

There will be monthly meet¬ 
ings throughout the year to 
discuss the ideas of the 
speakers, and the students.

Mitchell Opens Campaign 
As Candidate For Mayor 
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Attorney George H. Mit¬ 
chell of 223 Woodcliffe Rd., 
Newton, issued the following 
statement in announcing that 
he is a candidate for the of¬ 
fice of Mayor of the City of 
Newton. 

“It is fashionable for a can¬ 
didate in Newton when he 
throws his hat into the ring to 
state his views in platitudin¬ 
ous generalties, so that the vo¬ 
ter learns only that he is 
against sin and in favor of 
God, country, motherhood and 
the mini-skirt. 

‘I* am not going to tell you 
that I will increase services 
and also ease the tax burden, 
for the two are inconsistent 
and unhappily I have no su¬ 
pernatural powers. I am 
simply going to repeat my 
views on certain matters as 
they have been reported in 
print in an attempt to inform 
you of my political convic¬ 
tions. 

“Recently I filed a petition 
with the Aldermen to tear 
down the unused Bowen 
School on Langley road and 
to use the land for a park. We 
have been fortunate to have 
the older sections of our city 
inhabited by people from 
other countries who have up¬ 
held the tradition of the Gar¬ 
den City in a manner that 
could be instructive to all of 
us. 

“If we had a less desirable 
element in these neighbor¬ 
hoods we would suffer from 
blight which would be felt 
by the entire city, and we 
can not afford not to spend a 
little money from our real 
estate taxes to join with these 
people in their efforts to re¬ 
tain the atmosphere and ex¬ 
cellence of these sections. 

“I believe the old city 
stable on Craft street should 
be taken down and the city 
yard made attractive. Also, 
the small park on Watertown 
street at Bridge street could 
be greatly improved in ap¬ 
pearance at little expense. 
Again, we are now going to 
have streets, sewers and rec¬ 
reational facilities in the Up¬ 
per Falls with Federal funds, 
but we should have done this 
long ago with our own reve¬ 
nue from the real estate tax. 

“I also filed a petition with 
the Aldermen to pay them 
three thousand dollars per 
year for their services, but 
tlie incumbent mayor dis¬ 
agreed, although the only 
other city which continues the 
antiquated practise of service 
without compensation is Mel¬ 
rose. I was the only citizen 
to speak in favor of the air 
rights development at Newton 
Corner, and for a person to 
speak in favor of anything 
was startling and perhaps dis¬ 
couraged some who make a 
sport out of appearing in op¬ 
position to any and all pro¬ 
posals. 

“At the hearing before the 
Aldermen called to inform 
the people of Newton Corner 
o( developments In connection 
with the proposal for the ur¬ 
ban renewal project I inform¬ 
ed the Redevelopment Au¬ 
thority of what I had learned 
from visiting the area and 
talking with the people, name¬ 
ly, that they were most con¬ 
cerned about the possibility 
of losing their homes and 
should be enlightened about 
the chances, but was ruled 
out of order after dragging a 
little information out of the 
Authority kicking and scream¬ 
ing. 

“Since ihe Aldermen are 
not paid they can not be ex¬ 
pected to spend much time 
and effort to acquaint them¬ 
selves with the area and the 
problems of the people, but 
the mayor has received $33,- 
333.33 in the last twenty 
months and should do some¬ 
thing to acquaint himself 
with the people of this sec¬ 
tion. 

“Finally, I went on record 
as believing that Weston 
would be a good location for 
the stadium for the people of 
Newton, for it seems that the 
objection about traffic is fan¬ 
tastic. since our beloved Red 
Sox play to 30.000 at Fenway 
and traffic takes care of it¬ 
self, in the same way that 
the team has been handling 
itself this year. 

“I have taken Issue with 
the city officials on many oc¬ 
casions on the important 


subject of taxation. I know 
the importance of taxation 
for I was a member of the 
Legislature in 1941 when 
money was scarce. There was 
no answer to my question of 
where the Federal govern¬ 
ment would get the money to 
carry out the present mayor's 
scheme of paying ten dollars 
for each inhabitant or my 
suggestion to the school com¬ 
mittee that it show a little 
courage to provide “needed 
educational improvements.” 
On the subject of what we 
can afford in municipal gov¬ 
ernment we should^ recognize 
that we never had it so good. 
While our mayor has called 
the sales lax "wonderful.” 
Dr. Brown states that the 
Newton schools received less 
money from the state in 1966 
than in 1965, before the sales 
tax. 

“It is conceivable that the 
lax base could be broadened 
by an increase of the assess¬ 
ments on some of the busi¬ 
ness property. Although I 
called it to the attention of 
the assessors that the Luther 
Paul property at Newton Cen¬ 
tre was mortgaged for $300,- 
000 and assessed for only $50,- 
000, the land restricted to 
residential use subsequently 
sold for $160,000 at the rate 
of $2.50 per foot, while the 
adjoining commercial land is 
assessed for thirty cents per 
foot. 

“This is the first time in 
eight years that a Democrat 
has run for mayor. The al¬ 
leged leaders of the party 
have submitted to Republican | 
rule at the city level without 
opposition. They could use a 
little fight. As a result the 
policies of the Democratic 
party, some of which I work¬ 
ed for as a member of the 
Legislature, when we were in 
a minority, have not been put 
into operation here. 

“In making a canvas of the 
voters, at the car stops in 
the morning, at the shops 
during the day and in the 
homes in the evening. I con¬ 
stantly hear of the deep af¬ 
fection in which Ned Childs 
was held by the people of 
this city. He was the mayor I 
of the common man, and it 
pleases me to learn that his 
was the same background as 
mine. Harvard College and 
Boston University Law 
School. As mayor I shall try 
to consider the interests of 
all the people, for in aiding 
the older sections and people 
of modest income we shall 
preserve the value of the en¬ 
tire city, in Ihe same manner 
that he did."

On Sept. 28th 

The All - Newton Music 
School will open on September 
28th. A non-profit organiza¬ 
tion. it was founded in 1911 
by Elizabeth Fyffe. She. to¬ 
gether with a group of public- 
spirited people of Newton, be¬ 
lieved that music study of a 
high quality should be made 
available for children and ad¬ 
ults. 

The school offers private in¬ 
struction in all string instru¬ 
ments, all woodwinds, saxo¬ 
phone, harp, piano, voice, 
brass instruments, classical 
guitar and recorder. Every 
instrumental and voice stu¬ 
dent has the right to a musi¬ 
cianship class which gives 
him a good theoretical founda¬ 
tion. 

For young children there 
are pre-instrumental music 
classes, giving the child the 
necessary ear training, ele¬ 
ments of sight singing, rhy¬ 
thm and melody. 

In addition, the school of¬ 
fers a wide array of courses 
for adults.

Headlights and Highlights 
From Newton High School 


By KATE SOLOMON 


Newton High School is once 
again swirling with activity. 
No longer are the halls noise¬ 
less and empty. Summer va¬ 
cation is over! 

The Newton High that open¬ 
ed Monday September 11, is 
different than it has ever 
been. This year school starts 
at 8:15, ten minutes earlier 
than in the past. Attendance is 
not taken at once. Instead 
students go to their first class 
and return to their homeroom 
at 11:00, at which time absen¬ 
tees are recorded. 

According to Richard M. 
Adams, Beals Housemaster 
and director of the new sched¬ 
ule, as soon as the confusion 
caused by the transfering of 
students into the correct class¬ 
es disappears, students can 
remain at home until their 
first class. 

Although the majority of 
pupils are still dismissed at 
2:45, some remain for after 
school classes. These late af¬ 
ternoon courses meet from 
2:51-3:40 on Mondays, Wed¬ 
nesdays and Fridays and 
from 3:46-4:35 on the same 
days. This extension of the 
school day, although limiting 
extra - curricular activities, 
lessens the number of course 
conflicts. 

For example, because ad¬ 
vanced math and advanced 
science were scheduled for 
the same period this year, the 
science was scheduled after 
school and some fourteen stu¬ 
dents were relieved of the 
problem of choosing between 
the two subjects, a choice 
they would have been forced 
to make in past years. 

Several of the newly intro¬ 
duced courses also meet or 
will meet after school. Lin¬ 
guistics, which is being taught 
for the first time in a second¬ 
ary school, is one such course. 
Mrs. Miriam Goldstein, an 
English teacher at Newton 
High this year, is teaching the 
course and at present, thir¬ 
teen students are taking it. 
Philosophy and Senior Assess¬ 
ment English will be taught 
after school second term. 

Another major alteration in 
the Newton High system is 
the development of a tri-sem¬ 
ester plan. This plan allows 
students who have failed a 
course to retake it in January 
rather than waiting a full 
year. It also allows the stu¬ 
dent who is undecided at the 
beginning of the school year 
to start the course later on. 

In addition to the various 
academic innovations, many 
new teachers have been add¬ 
ed to the NHS faculty. The 
ten new English teachers are: 
Donald Arbuckle, Frank Bliss, 
Elizabeth Goldstein. Patricia 
Kaelber, Paul Kelleher, Oscar 
Lamoureux, Dorrie Levin, 
Sheila Mahoney, Barbara 
Steibert and Donald Wiener. 
The history department also 
has ten new teachers: namely 
Robert Borden, Selma Crevo- 
shay, Carol Goldbaum, Jef¬ 
frey Griffith, Thomas Kalmar, 
Eugene Millstein, Rosanne 
Perlmutter, Johanna Ross, 
Peter Schard, and Robert 
Smith. 

Marian Dimcheff. Myrna 
Patterson and Douglas Wood- 
worth are the three new lan¬ 
guage teachers. Roberta Lit- 
tlewood, Mary Sapienza. and 
Ina Schwartz are the three 
new mathematics teachers. 
Lastly, the four new science 
teachers are: Frank D'Agas- 
tino, Linda Keene, Nancy 
Reinstein, and Christine Svir- 
bely. 

Thomas Wolfe, a former 
English teacher at Newton 
High, has returned from a 
year in England and Mrs. 
Ruth Levine, also a former 
English teacher, from Aus¬ 
tralia.

One hundred eight Newton 
High students are presently I 


attending the Murray Road 
School. The students are all 
juniors and have the oppor¬ 
tunity to take English, Mathe¬ 
matics, French. Social Stud¬ 
ies. and Physical Education. 

Their faculty consists of 
five teachers, four formerly 
of Newton High: Barry Jentz 
and Allison Kenny, English; 
Eliot Gordon, social studies, 
Ronald Barndt. mathematics; 
and one new teacher, Carol 
Palmer, language. 

The senior class has sched¬ 
uled a weekend trip to Mon¬ 
treal and Expo ’67. Bob Ten¬ 
nant, class president, along 
with Ken Prince, Karen O'¬ 
Hara. Michael Loumos, David 
Smerling and Elliot Oven 
spent two weeks sending out 
821 letters to all members of 
the senior class.

Said Mr. Richard Clark, 
German teacher at Newton 
High and director of the 
group, "We started the pro¬ 
gram to give students the op¬ 
portunity of total immersion 
in the German culture, the op¬ 
portunity to live German, to 
learn the language in a real¬ 
istic situation rather than in 
the realm of classroom ab¬ 
stractions.”

Wonderful World of Fishing 


MAPS AND HOT SPOTS 

Next to rod, reel and lures, 
one of the most important 
fishing aids is a set of topo¬ 
graphical maps of the areas 
to he fished. 

These maps show ponds and 
streams that don't always ap¬ 
pear on regular maps, and 
also Indicate the height and 
character of the land. Maps 
of Massachusetts are made 
by towns, cost about sixty 
cents apiece, and are avail¬ 
able at stores such as Bos¬ 
ton's J. L. Hammett and H. 
A. Shepard. 

The value of topographical 
maps struck home to me re¬ 
cently. We were exploring 
some back roads in Plymouth, 
when we saw a glint of blue 
through the trees. It was a 
small pond of perhaps six or 
seven acres, practically hid¬ 
den and forgotten behind a 
cra.iherry bog. 

We started casting and im¬ 
mediately began catching yel¬ 
low perch and largemouth 
bass. The bass were plentiful 
but no bigger than ten iches, 
and my best fish was a 21 
inch pickeral taken on ai- Al's 
Goldfish. We caught no rec¬ 
ords, but it turned out to be 
a pleasant afternoon. 

I'm sure there must be 
larger bass and p i ckerel 
there, but how do I find it 
again? You guessed it. With 
the topo map of Plymouth I 
bought the other day. I've 
already located four or five 
other similarly situated ponds, 
and this weekend when I go 
back to Plymouth I'il have the 


map with me. 

City Limit Stripers 

Ten minutes north of the 
Mystic River Bridge, a few 
tight-lipped fishermen harvest 
satisfying quantities of school 
stripers on morning and eve¬ 
ning tides throughout the 
week. The place is the Pines 
River, and it also holds pol¬ 
lock and flounder. 

Take Route 1A past the 
Wonderland Dog Track, and 
after passing a stretch of 
marsh on the left, turn left 
into Revere s Oak Island sec¬ 
tion at the first set of lights. 

The street is a dead end, 
and at the end take a right, 
go to the end and park. Walk 
along the B&M railroad tracks 
about a quarter mile to where 
the railroad bridge crosses the 
river. The channel is deep 
here and it can be fished on 
both incoming and outgoing 
tides. 

When the tide turns in, fish 
the upstream side of the 
bridge, so that a hooked fish 
won't take your line into the 
bridge pilings. 

On outgoing tides, when the 
water get low enough, many 
fishermen walk out on the 
flats at the near end, down 
side of the bridge. The cur¬ 
rent swings across here, and 
larger fish follow the smaller 
bait inshore. Small Rebel lures 
are good here. 

A word of warning: when 
crossing the bridge, watch out 
for approaching trains, even 
though they usually blow a 
whistle if anyone is near the 
tracks. 


Ponkapoag Pond 

Ponkapoag Pond is less than 
15 miles from downtown Bos¬ 
ton, yet it holds some of the 
biggest bass in the state. 
Since a boat is required to 
fish it thoroughly, It is rela¬ 
tively lightly fished though. 
It can best be reached off 
Canton's Canton Street, where 
a dirt road leads to a beach 
and a launching site. 

One side of the pond is stud¬ 
ded with huge boulders, many 
of which lie just beneath the 
surface, providing hiding 
places for bass. At one end 
of the pond is an extensive 
area of lily pads, and this 
should be fished slowly and 
carefully. 

In other areas there is 
brushy shore, weed beds, and 
areas of sandy bottom. It's 
a good bet that there are 
bass of nearly 15 pounds here. 

Billington Sea Again 

Plymouth’s Billington Sea Is 
such a pleasant spot that it's 
worth another mention here. 
A dirt road circles much of 
the pond, and there are some 
sandy beaches and shore 
clearings, some with picnic 
tables. Most of the shoreline 
is wadeable. 

An idyllic afternoon can be 
spent wading along waist deep 
with a fly rod, catching bass 
and panfish on a popping bug. 
The Height Of The Season 

From now through the end 
of October, fishing for Striped 
Bass and Bluefish in the wa¬ 
ters around Cape Cod is the 
best of the year. The Boston 
papers have stopped running 
their fishing forecasts, but 
those who keep their eyes and 
ears open don't need fore¬ 
casts. 

The real fishermen begin 
fishing now, and by hanging 
around the tackle shops and 
asking a few questions you

Curiously, Mclntire neither 
needs the work or is especial¬ 
ly elated at finding himself 
back in Hollywood. The 
reason is clear. He owns and 
lives on a 640-acre ranch of 
virgin timber and magnificent 
meadows in northwestern 
Montana. 

Tough To Find 

When his agent tried to 
contact Mclntire to replace 
Bickford it was tougher than 
getting a message to Garcia. 
His nearest neighbor is nine 
miles away; the nearest mail 
box 10 miles; the closest tele¬ 
phone 30 miles. Mclntire's 
spread is as isolated as it 
v/as 32 years ago when he 
first bought it. 

“We haven't telephones or 
electricity,” Mclntire ex¬ 
plained. "I shoot most of the 
meat we eat up there and my 


wife Jeanette cans fruits and 
vegetables herself from our 
garden. We love the isolation 
and plan to keep it that way. 

"My agent reached me by 
sending a telegram to the 
railroad station in Troy, 
Montana, and it was left in 
my mail box. They wanted 
Jeanette to do the show, too, 
so we decided to come down 
here together.” 

Off To Denver 

Mclntire will play Bick¬ 
ford's younger brother from 
Texas. Viewers will be told 
in the course of Mclntire's 
first episode that the big 
daddy of the Shiloh ranch is 
off to Denver on business, and 
that his brother will be in 
charge until his return. 

If Mclntire's performance 
is perfect, credit it to the 
man’s own background and 
tear apart his cabin in the 
mountains he cooly dispatch¬ 
ed them with a rifle. 

The glamor and attractinos 
of Hollywood leave him un¬ 
moved. He's more at home 
with his 50 head of cattle- 
down from a high of 500 head 
—and the simplicity of Mon¬ 
tana life. 

’Tve tried to simplify my 
life as much as possible." 
Mclntire said. “The peace, 
beauty and tranquility of 
Montana is worth more to me 
than all the starring roles 
and excitement of show busi¬ 
ness put together. 

“My contract allows me ta 
spend at least six months a 
year up there on the ranch. 
There is a spiritual worth in 
Montana that I can't find any¬ 
where else.”

Dr. Mary Efron, 
Neurologist, 40, 
Dies In Boston 

Dr. Mary L. Efron, 40, of 
292 Hammond street, Newton, 
internationally known for her 
research in biochemical dis¬ 
orders associated with mental 
retardation, died Sept 3rd at 
the Massachusetts General 
Hospital after a long illness.

She authored numerous 
articles on her research and 
was widely sought as a lec¬ 
turer. 

A native of West Virginia, 
she graduated from Barnard 
College in New York in 1947 
and from Harvard Medical 
School cum laude, in 1951. 
Postgraduate training includ¬ 
ed an internship and residen¬ 
cy in Medicine at the Peter

Services For 
Vienna-Born 
Dr. Thimann 

Dr. Joseph Thimann, of Wa¬ 
ban, executive director of the 
Washingtonian Hospital and 
international authority on 
alcoholism and drug addiction 
died Wednesday morning Sep¬ 
tember 6 after a short illness 
at the Beth Israel Hospital, 
Born in Vienna, Austria, 
Dr. Thimann served as a 
lieutenant in the Austrian 
Army in World War I. 

A graduate of the Vienna 
University Medical School, he 
did post graduate study in 
psychosomatic medicine and 
took further training in neur¬ 
opsychiatry, including two 
years at the College on Psy- 
cheamolysis under Professor 
Paul Schilder in Vienna. 
Before coming to the 
United States, Dr. Thimann 
was associated with an out¬ 
patient clinic for the treat¬ 
ment of alcohol addicts in 
Vienna. 

Dr. Thimann came to the 

United States in 1939 and in 
1940 was naturalized. He 
joined the staff of the Wash¬ 
ingtonian Hospital in 1940 
during the hospitals reorgani¬ 
zation period and in 1941 be¬ 
come its Executive and Medi¬ 
cal Director. 

An innovator and forward 
thinking administrator, Dr. 
Thimann organized the Out¬ 
patient Department in 1940 
and introduced the concept 
of night hospitalization for 
patients who were able to 
work during the day but 
needed ' the protective en¬ 
vironment of the hosp'tal at 
night. This idea has served 
as a model for many simi¬ 


lar programs in effect to¬ 
day. 

Dr. Thimann was the moti- 
rating force behind the mov* 
of the Washingtonia.i Hospital 
from its former location on 
Waltham street in Boston to; 
its present larger, more ade. 
quate facility in Jamaica!, 
Plain. 

International lecturer, re- 

searcher, author of numerous 
articles in lay and profession-, 
al journals, and co-author of 
books in the fields of psy.- 
chiatry and addiction, Dr. 
Thimann was invited to con-' 
tribute to the 1962 and 1963- 
Yearbooks of the Encyclo-' 
pedia Britannica. 

In 1965, in eommemora- I 
tion of his 25 years of asso- * 
riation with the Washing¬ 
tonian Hospital, Dr. Thi¬ 
mann published "The Ad¬ 
dictive Drinker: A Manual 
for Rehabilitation’ — a com¬ 
pilation of observations and 
experiences in the field of 
alcoholism. 

Dr. Thimann was a mem¬ 
ber of the American Ps.v-^ 
chiatric Association, North; 
American Association of Al¬ 
coholism Programs, Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association, 
American Hospital Associa¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Thimann resided with 

his wife in Waban.

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI)—The 
family doctor who makes 
house calls prescribes pills, 
responds to emergencies and 
acts as a counselor may be¬ 
come extinct. 

A survey of the 1967 Albany 
Medical College graduating 
class shows that none of 
those responding intend to go 
into general practice. 

Thirty-five of the 55 gradu¬ 
ates registered their inten¬ 
tions in the survey. Twenty- 
four said they plan to enter 
private practice and nine said 
they would pursue a career in 
academic medicine. 

One of the two remaining 
students said he was unde¬ 
cided while the other said he 
plans to go to law school be¬ 
fore deciding whether to go 
into administrative medicine 
or legal medicine. 

The most commonly men¬ 
tioned specialty was internal 
medicine and related fields 
with 14 listing it as their 
choice.

Employ Handicapped W eek 
To Be Observed Oct. 1st 


The State Employment Ser¬ 
vice, 290 Centre Street, New¬ 
ton Center states that the 
week of Oct. 1, through Oct. 7, 
has been designated as “Na¬ 
tional Employ the Physically 
Handicapped" week. 

The Employment Service 
works all year placing on jobs 
any person who is seeking 
work, handicapped as well as 
ron-nandicapped. 

Since the person with a 
handicap has a little more 
difficulty finding a job. the 
Employment Service puts on 
a drive every year in October 
to call attention to the fact 
that these workers need a 
little more help than the aver¬ 
age in order to get placed. 

This is a national program 
carried on in every stale em¬ 
ployment service all over the 
United States and in Alaska, 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico. The 
President of the United States 
sends out a proclamation de¬ 
claring this week to be "Na¬ 
tional Employ the Physically 
Handicapped" week. 

The Governor of each State 
follows suit with a proclama¬ 
tion for his state and the 


Mayor of each city and Select¬ 
men in each town issue the 
proclamation locally. The pro¬ 
gram has been very success¬ 
ful in recent years and has 
turned the attention of em¬ 
ployers to where they can find 
a spot lo work in a handicapp¬ 
ed person to enable him or 
her to make a living. 

One of the largest employ¬ 
ers in the State put in a 
schedule on their physical ex¬ 
aminations where a prospec¬ 
tive worker is examined just 
on his potential physical abil¬ 
ity to handle a specific job 
rather than having him at¬ 
tempt to pass a full physical 
for any job. This program 
has been very rewarding in 
matching up workers and jobs 
and has been of great advan¬ 
tage to the handicapped. 

The thing an employer must 
consider is not the handicap 
but what abilities a person 
has left when the handicap is 
discounted. Many employers 
will be surprised when they 
take this approach to find that 
they have hired not just an¬ 
other worker but an outstand¬ 
ing addition to their roster of 
employees. 


Baptist Hospital Conducts

It is the law of 
reciprocal returns. As we help 
others to find fulfillment of 
life, we shall find fulfillment 
of life for ourselves.” 

Two top awards went to 
Lauraly Fisher of Medford, 
vice-president of the gradu¬ 
ating class. She won the annual 
citation from her classmates 
for best "personal and pro¬ 
fessional characteristics of a 
nurse” and the alumni award 
for scholastic, clinical and pro¬ 
fessional excellence. 

Five other award winners 
were Joyce Ann Daniels, 
Leicester; Roberta Howley, 
Waltham; Judith Ann Wagner, 
Methuen; Deborah Wallace, 
Reading; and Jean Ellen 
Christman, Barretown, Ver¬ 
mont. 

Presiding at the Commence¬ 
ment was Richard Gates of 
Needham, Vice-Chairman of 
the School of Nursing Commit¬ 
tee of the Hospital.

We have a poor sense 
of values, when, as so often 
happens we give primary im- 
I portance to secondary things, 
or secondary importance to 
primary things. 

"To forge great tools, but to 
have no great ends for them 
to serve is to have a twisted 
sense of values. It is tragic to 
develop skills and know 
nothing about values, to ac¬ 
quire means without any con¬ 
viction as to worthwhile ends. 

‘Only as we have a proper- 
sense of values can we recog¬ 
nize, and accept that there is 
an inexorable law in life to 
which we must adjust if we 
would find self-fulfillment. The 
wisest man who ever lived had 
his own way of formulating 
this law when he said: ‘with 
what measure you measure it 
shall be measured to you 
again’.

Scofflawing B C Students 
Face Parking Crackdown 


An attempt to collect a 
minimum of $2000 owed to 
Newton by out-of-state park¬ 
ing scofllaws is being made 
by the Police Traffic Depart¬ 
ment. 

Because the principle of¬ 
fenders are out-of-state stu¬ 
dents attending Boston Col¬ 
lege, the drive will be aimed 
primarily at them. There are 
at least 1000 unpaid tickets 
averaging $2 on the books and 
it is estimated that 98 per cent 
of them are for college boys 
from out-of-state. 

Capt. Richard F. Donahue 
said that the out-of-staters 
who have been tagged pre¬ 
viously for illegal parking and 
who have not paid their fines, 
will be towed the next time 
they are caught. 

Donahue, head of the de¬ 
partment's traffic division, 






says that until now out-of- 
state violators have had a free 
ride as far as tickets go. 

He said the traffic division 
plans to check all illegally 
parked cars against a list at 
headquarters. If it is found 
that the car has previously 
issued tickets outstanding 
against it, the vehicle will be 
towed to a garage. Cost of 
getting it back will be $12. 

The Board of Aldermen 
have approved an ordinance 
which allows police to tow out 
of state cars where unpaid 
tickets are known to be regis¬ 
tered against the car.

290.000 In 
Attendance 
At Playspots 

Attendance at supervised 
summer recreation programs 
during the school vacation per¬ 
iod from late June until the 
end of August were recorded 
at over 290,000 by the Newton 
Recreation Department. 

Recreation Commissioner, 

John B. Penney reported that 
the total summer playground 
attendance was 131,936. Twen¬ 
ty-nine playgrounds were as¬ 
signed leaders for the regular 
eight week season. 

Of these twenty remained 
under supervision one addition¬ 
al week and fifteen for a tenth 
week. A day camp program 
for retarded children operated 
for a six week season. 

Attendance at the city swim 
areas during the twelve week 
season from mid-June through 
Labor Day totaled 159,564. 

Crystal Lake recorded 80,766 
visits, Gath Pool 75,988, and 
a part-time facility at Mt. Ida 
Jr. College Pool recorded 2,810. 

Gath Pool is remaining open 
two additional weeks into Sep¬ 
tember utilizing the pool water 
heating system until the life¬ 
guards return to college. 

Commissioner Penney noted 
that these figures were peak 
counts made each morning, 
afternoon and evening session 
at recreation facilities when 
leaders were on duty. 

They do not reflect partici¬ 
pants coming before or after 
the counts were taken or in¬ 
formal use of playgrounds dur¬ 
ing times when no leaders were 
assigned.

HOUSE VOTES TO FORCE LBJ SPENDING CUTS 

THE HOUSE APPROVED a Republican move to force 
•pending cuts of as much as $8.7 billion on President John- 
•on in return for GOP approval of his proposed tax in¬ 
crease. 

Johnson's request for a $7.4 billion tax increase is stalled 
In the House Ways and Means committee over demands 
for a Presidential promise to couple the tax boost with 
major cuts in non-defense spending. Administration forces 
beat off the Republics move earlier in the day in the House 
Appropriations Committee and temporarily sidetracked It 
In the House on parliamentary grounds. But it finally was 
rammed down their throats on a 202-182 roll call vote. 

PLANE CRASHES IN SCHOOL YARD. 7 DEAD 

A COMPANY PLANE of an aeronautics firm crashed 
Into a school playground in a Dallas suburb yesterday 20 
minutes after students were dismissed early for a teacher's 
meeting. Police said seven persons were killed, at least three 
of them children. 

The plane, owned by Ling Temco-Vought, the Dallas- 
based corporate giant, took off from a company airfield 
at Greenville, Texas, 40 miles northeast of Dallas. It ap¬ 
parently missed a runway at Dallas Love Field and crashed 
about 3:30 p.m. — the time students at Bradfield elementary 
school in the suburb of Highland Park usually get out of 
school. 

LODGE DENIES URGING INVASION OF N. VIETNAM 

HENRY CABOT LODGE denied a published report last 
that he had advocated a U S. invasion or intensified bombing 
of North Vietnam. Lodge, a former Ambassador to Saigon, 
met with State Department officials shortly after the Pitts¬ 
burgh Press published remarks attributed to Lodge in an 
off-the-record speech at a public luncheon in that city. 

A department spokesman said he was “misquoted." Then 
Lodge, an ambassador-at-large, issued a statement in which 
he said, “Nothing I said . . . went beyond the previously 
and clearly stated position of the U.S. government with re¬ 
spect to Vietnam.’’ 

JOHNSON TO VIEW FLOOD AREAS TODAY 

THE RIO GRANDE'S floodwaters crested at Harlingen 
yesterday and the disaster of Hurricane Beulah finally rolled 
towards a close with 200,000 homeless, more than 40 dead 
and $1 billion in damages to a million people from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Pacific Ocean. 

President Johnson will make an aerial inspection of 
flood and hurricane damage this afternoon with Texas Gov. 
John Connally, the White House annouced. Connally has 
asked the President to designate the Rio Grade coastline 
a disaster area.

He said an informant had tipped the FBI of the mass 
murder plan to place deadly potassium cynaide in coffee 
and sandwiches served police from portable canteens. Spec¬ 
ter said a "quantity'" of the deadly poison was turned over 
to the FBI and that it was enough to have killed 1,500 
persons.

After teaching and admin¬ 
istrative experience in Lyn- 
brook.

She has been a panel dis¬ 
cussant for Lowell Institute 
educational radio and has ad¬ 
dressed many organizations 
over the years including PTA's 
and business management 
groups. Mrs. Trowbridge is 
listed in Who's Who of Ameri¬ 
can Women. 

In her multiple roles of psy¬ 
chologist. teacher, parent, and 
taxpayer, Mrs. Trowbridge 


states she Is disenchanted with 
the Newton public school sys¬ 
tem. “Our schools are far too 
experimental, especially at the 
junior and senior high school 
level." 

Having addressed many 
PTA meetings in the New Eng¬ 
land states Mrs. Trowbridge 
comments, “Our Newton PTA 
speakers are almost always 
someone from within our own 
system, explaining or eulogiz¬ 
ing what Newton is doing. I 
think it's healthy to have out¬ 
siders and invite new ideas — 
even criticism.’’ 

Mrs. Trowbridge Is frankly 
skeptical of Metco. “It seems 
to me a sentimental and in- 
dequate attack on a problem 
of such proportions." Regard¬ 
ing the controversial single vs. 
double-session situation, Mrs. 
Trowbridge recalls, ‘I went 
through Brookline years ago in 
single sessions and I under¬ 


stand Brookline maintains that 
policy. I don't recall any pain 
on my part. However, as a 
mother I know that free after 
noons for ballet, dentistry, etc. 
area convenience. I can see 
advantages either w ay. 

“What I do not understand 
is why non-teacher supervision 
of consumption of cold lunches 
should cost thousands of dol¬ 
lars. In Newton the public 
money is spent like water in 
connection with schools. I 
think we should call a halt on 
this. School pressure on our 
real estate tax is excessive. I 
believe in careful spending of 
public funds." 

Practicing what she preach¬ 
es Mrs. Trowbridge is not cam¬ 
paigning in the financial sense. 
She has no aspirations to any 
public office in the future 
other than membership on the 
School Board. She wants to 
give her time and her 25 years 
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of professional experience to 
representing the needs of the 
Newton school child, the New¬ 
ton parent, and the Newton 
taxpayer. 

An experienced public speak 
er, Mrs. Trowbridge is eager 
to discuss the city's schools 
with interested citizens. She 
says. “I enjoyed meeting 
people when collecting signa¬ 
tures for my nomination 
papers and I found many just 
as concerned about our schools 
as I am. I am looking forward 
to meeting many more voters 
in these weeks before the No¬ 
vember seventh election and 
hope that groups will get in 
touch with me and invite me 
to meet with them."

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Welcome, Mr. Cusick 

The Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority 
which has shown a proclivity for eating general man¬ 
agers alive, has a new one who bites back. 

He is Leo J. Cusick. lately of Washington, D. C., 
and New York, New York, who comes to Boston 
equipped with a rather uncommon talent. He knows 
transportation. He knows the peculiar kind of trans¬ 
portation in which the MBTA engages. He knows the 
transportation worker intimately. He was one of them. 

Mr. Cusick, a robust 58, also arrives in Boston a 
full giant step ahead of his more recent predecessors 
in one important facet of the man-mauling job stretch¬ 
ing before him. 

Only a year ago he conducted a study of the 
system’s nerve center—it's transportation department. 
He made recommendations in his study, he worked 
intimately with the men and women who put the show- 
on the road. 

Consequently he has come to know many of the 
top personnel at both the Causeway Street headquarters 
of the Authority and at the Arborway where much of 
the system's daily planning is put together. 

Mr. Cusick, it is being bruited about, knows those 
who speak with forked tongue. He knows those, too, 
who play it straight. This advance intelligence in the 
jungle that has been the Massachusetts Bay Transporta¬ 
tion Authority, is of inestimable value. 

Above and beyond all this is Mr. Cusick’s integrity 
and his personal credentials, both of which are imposing. 

The other day when he said. “I’ll make this (the 
MBTA) work or they w ill carry me out of Boston in a 
box." He meant precisely what he said. 

Mr. Cusick does not make such statements for 
the dramatic content involved. Mr. Cusick makes such 
statements because such is the nature of the man. If 
he takes on a new job, he gives it full, 100 percent, 
100-carat Cusick. He knows no other way to play the 
game. 

He leaves immediately behind him the prestige of 
holding down the directorship of the Urban Transporta¬ 
tion Administration in the U. S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. President Johnson hand¬ 
picked him for the job. 

Earlier, he had painstakingly worked his way up 
through the ranks of the New York City Transit 
Authority starting as a conductor and finally reaching 
the position of assistant general superintendent. He 
is regarded as a pro’s pro. 

Now Mr. Cusick will soon be in our midst. He is a 
kind man quick to smile and quicker to pay tribute to 
a colleague when the latter deserves it. He can also be 
colder than yesterday’s mashed potatoes when his 
hackles rise. 

It has become no secret hereabouts that perhaps 
the MBTA is at a crucial point in time. The saying is 
that the new system must be built now, built well, built 
intelligently and expertly and built with a professional 
eye on the transportation needs of the future or it is 
not going to be built at all. There are some sour ones 
among us who doubt that, in this political climate, it 
can be built at all. 

Well, Leo Cusick can built it. He knows he can 
do it. Those who know Leo Cusick know he can do it. 

It is suggested, now, earnestly and with great 
entreaty that all of us, the little men and the small 
men alike—get off his back and let him build it. 

We’ll All Be The Losers 


There is a crisis facing “the orphan of state educa¬ 
tion’’ and if it isn't resolved we’ll all be the losers. 
Things have been tough enough for the Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy without adding the latest calamity. 

We refer, of course, to the tendered resignation of 
Dr. A. Sanford Limouze, president of the Academy. He 
turned in his resignation last week when the board of 
trustees of State Colleges failed to give him a vote of 
confidence on his handling of a disciplinary case at the 
Academy. 

The case in question involves two Academy cadets 
who resigned in the spring after involvment in the 
“brutal beating" of a third boy during a training cruise 
aboard the ship "Bay State" in the Caribbean. One 
cadet later appealed, saying he had been “forced" to 
resign and had been denied "due process" at the 
disciplinary hearing. 

The board of trustees preferred the case to Atty. 
Gen. Eliot Richardson for his ruling on several legal 
technicalities. Dr. Limouze met with the Trustees on 
Tuesday and 24 hours later tendered his resignation. 

We, along with a lot of other people, particularly 
the residents of Cape Cod, feel that Massachusetts 
cannot afford to lose the services of a man such as Dr. 
Limouze. 

The Academy faculty put it well in a telegram to 
Dr. Kenneth R. Fox, chairman of the Trustees: 

“Dr. Limouze is unquestionably the nation’s lead¬ 
ing maritime educator and the man demonstrably best 
qualified to lead the academy through a difficult period 
of transition and expansion. 

“We strongly urge that the board of trustees, both 
individually and collectively, take immediate and posi¬ 
tive action to bring about the president's reconsidera¬ 
tion of his notice of intention to resign.” 

The faculty said Dr. Limouze’s resignation would 
“threaten the academy's future welfare and growth.” 

We join with the faculty in urging that the board of 
trustees request Dr. Limouze to reconsider his action. 

We would also like to point out that the Board of 
Trustees of State Colleges are appointees of Gov. Volpe. 
We think that the Governor should concern himself 
w ith the way his hand-picked Board conducts itself. We 
feel that Gov. Volpe should be concerned about the 
present situation and, if need be, step into the contro¬ 
versy. 

This is a vital matter of vital concern to the Com¬ 
monwealth.

B.C. Weekend 

A highlight of the Army- 
Boston College week-end will 
be a joint concert presented 
by the famed United States 
Military Academy Band and 
Cadet Glee Club tomorrow, 
Friday. Sept. 29, at 8:30 pm. 
in Roberts Center on the 
Chestnut Hill campus of Bos¬ 
ton College. 

The concert, which is spon¬ 
sored by Boston College and 
the West Point Society of New 
England, is open to the public 
and admission is free. 

The U.S. Military Academy 
Band is the oldest military 
unit at West Point, and the 
oldest band in the United 
States Army, predating the 
fifers and drummers of the 
Revolutionary War. The unit 
has played for Heads of State 
and visiting dignitaries, and 
their diversified concert sche¬ 
dule includes classical and 
chamber music programs as 
well as show tunes and mili¬ 
tary marches. 

The Band is under the lead¬ 
ership of Lt. Col. William H. 
Schempf, who was appointed 
director of music and com¬ 
manding officer of the USMA 
Band in 1957. Formerly head 
of the music department at 
Lehigh U n i versity, Col. 
Schempf holds master's and 
doctoral degrees in music 
from the University of Ro¬ 
chester, and also studied at 
the University of Vienna as 
a Fulbright Scholar.

But it would be ridiculous to count out Mrs. 
Hicks or to regard her as a pushover or a soft 
touch in a mayoralty clash which will command 
nation-wide attention. 

The political pundits are assuming that a majority 
of the votes cast for the eight unsuccessful candidates 
in the preliminary election will shift to White, with 
only a minority going to Mrs. Hicks. 

They offer logcal reasons to support their fora- 
casts of what will happen in the Hicks-White contest 
now starting. 

However, this is likely to prove a tough, tight, 
tense race before it is finally decided. Mrs. Hicks 
could prove a much stronger candidate in the finaJ 
election than the experts now anticipate. 

You may be sure that Kevin White will not 
take anything for granted or make the mistake 
of under-estimating her as a political adversary. 

A great deal will depend on developments as this 
campaign moves through the weeks ahead. 

Both Committeewoman Hicks and Secretary White 
start their two-way clash with a solid core of strength 
and balanced support across the city. 

The feat of Mrs. Hicks in topping the ticket will 
give impetus to her campaign, encouragement to her 
supporters and workers and provide her with favorable 
publicity which may impress many of the voters who 
didn’t go to the polls in the Hub preliminary and did 
not choose between the candidates. 

However, it is a political fact that the prelimi¬ 
nary field was set up more advantageously for Mrs. 
Hicks than for White. 

Secretary White, former Development Administra¬ 
tor Edward J. Logue and Representative John W. Sears, 
who captured the second, third and fourth places and 
between them polled about 80,000 votes, all drew their 
support from substantially the same element of Boston 
voters. 

When Gritrnor Volpe, Senator Brooke, Attorney 
General Richardson and former Senator Saltonstall put 
on an all-out drive for Sears, boosting him into the 
contention for third place, they pulled votes away from 
White and Logue. 

Had the (JOB chieftains not undertook to see 
how high they could boost a Republican candidate 
in a preliminary mayoralty election in Democratic 
Boston, the returns would have presented an alto- 
gel her different picture. 

Sears, although he has served less than three 
years in the House of Representatives, of course, had 
just as much right to stand for election as Mayor as 
did White, Logue, Mrs. Hicks or any other candidate. 

But his presence in the field did cut down White's 
vote and knocked Logue completely out of the conten¬ 
tion for one of the two top qualifying spots. 

Sears obviously can reply that he might have 
placed second if White and Logue had not been in the 
race. Whether Sears, a Republican, would have had a 
real chance of winning in the final election if he had 
achieved a qualifying position is open to debate. 

Republican leaders point out that such powerful 
GOP vote-getters as Governor Volpe and Senator 
Brooke have carried Democratic Boston. This is true, 
indeed, although they did it in State elections when a 
strong Republican tide was flowing. 

They believe that Sears made a sufficiently 
good showing in Boston's preliminary municipal 
election to warrant entering Republican candidates 
in future Huh elections. 

No Republican has won election as Mayor of Boston 
since the late Malcolm E. Nichols did it back in 1925 

— 42 years ago — when there was no preliminary 
runoff and all the candidates fought it out in the final 
election. 

In the past 80 years, the Republicans have made 
their weight felt by supporting a coalition candidate 

— a John Hynes or a Maurice Tobin. Now they plan 

to back one of their own for the office-at least in the 

preliminary round of the fight. 

Some of the political analysts are still at a loss to 
understand why City Councillor Christopher A. Iannella 
was unable to place higher than he did. 

The simple answer is that Mrs. Hicks captured a 
very substantial portion of the Italo-American vote 
which Iannella expected to receive. 

A great many persons of Italian descent broke 
a traditional voting pattern. 

Mrs. Hicks, who made a strong showing in stich 
predominantly Italian areas as East Boston and the 
North End, will be out to better it in the final election 
and will make an all-out drive to win over the Italo- 

American vote received by Iannella. 

Political hopes and dreams and ambitions came 
crashing down Tuesday night upon defeated candidates 
and their disappointed supporters. 

For some it marked the end of political 
careers: for others there will be another day to 
fight again. 

One of those defeated was former Developntrot 
Administrator Logue who in his first run for pubffc 
office polled a bigger vote than many of the experts 
thought possible — but not big enough to quality him 
to run in the November election. 

What Logue will do now and where he will do It 
are unanswered questions. He is a man of talent and 
ability, and many cities want his services. 

Some of the professional pollsters were far frofn 
the mark in forecasting the outcome of the Hub’s 
preliminary election. Most of them picked White for 
first, place. Some reported that Mrs. Hicks appeared to 
be fading and that the battle for both first and second 
places was an extremely close one. 

Whether their appraisals made any impact upon 
the public thinking and caused any shift in votes is 
uncertain. The likelihood is they did not. Most 
people make up their own minds how they’ll vote and 
hold to the ; ” decisions. 

In the new political battle now getting underway, 
Mrs. Hicks has the handicap of being a woman, and 
Secretary of State White has the problem of how to 
engage in a major election fight with a woman.

assistance. In July of this year 
there were 510 and now there 
are 759 under some sort of 
medical assistance, an in¬ 
crease of 349 in less than 
three months. 

Newton-Welle*ley Hospital 
officials said two factors, a 
more liberal granting of as¬ 
sistance under Title 19 and 
allowing hospitals to be re¬ 
imbursed up to 91 per cent of 
the cost of treating a welfare 
patient, have acounted in the 
added costs of local welfare 
agencies. 

Wattendorf explained that 
under the old system, there 
were ceiling rates for welfare 
patients. He added that under 
the Medicaid program some 
large families with moderate 
incomes are being helped with 
medical bills, and this, too, has 
hiked costs to the welfare de¬ 
partment.

At thr Murray Road anrex 
to Newton High School. 107 
juniors and five teachers are 
involved in a new program 
designated to discover if stu¬ 
dent and teacher participation 
in program planning can in¬ 
crease the motivation to learn. 

The Murray Road School in 
Auburndale was closed in 
June as an elementary school 
and the children from the area 
are now artending the new 
Burr School. The relatively new 
Murray Road building was 
turned over to Newton High 
School by Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas to help relieve over¬ 
crowded conditions and the 
School Department is making 
use of the facility to try out 
this new program. 

“We can in this small school 
do many of the things we 
have long wanted to do in the 
high school. We can free the 
time schedule in a way we 
can't in the larger high schoo', 
engage the community and the 
faculty," Newton High School 
Principal Richard W. Mechem 
told the School Committee 
Monday night in a report on

the Murray Road project. 

Mechem explained that there 
are always certain students 
who are not reached by accep¬ 
ted methods of education. 

“Newton High School has 
continually revised and upda¬ 
ted its programs in an effort 
to reach ail of its students, 
with the result that less than 
two per cent each year actu¬ 
ally drop out. Many more, 
however, do not work to their 
potential and we are continu¬ 
ally searching for ways to mo¬ 
tivate these boys and girls,” 
Mechem explained. 

Although the program is 
aimed at the student who has 
not been successful with pre¬ 
viously tried methods, the 
Murray Road program has at¬ 
tracted a variety of students 
with a wide range of academ¬ 
ic abilities and success. The 
students who attend all volun¬ 
teered last spring.. 

Gordon Elliot, a social stud¬ 
ies teacher at Murray Road, 
explained that on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday of 
each week the students meet 
in formal classes. They study 
English, French. Social Studies 
and Math. They may return to 
the high school for a subject 
of particular interest which is 
not taught at Murray Road. 

On Tuesdays and Thursdays 
there is opportunity for the 
students to pursue particular 
interests, both inside and out¬ 
side of school. Some of the 
ideas have been proposed by 
teachers or other adults and 
other ideas have been pre¬ 
sented by the students. 

Groups are being formed 
which will pursue such areas 
as creative writing, music ap¬ 
preciation, modern dance, re¬ 
ligion, the setting up of a li¬ 
brary for the school, oriental 
history, theatre arts, sports, 
a literary magazine, political 
and economic theories current 
events singing, art, French and 
Italian conversation. These 
groups have all been proposed 
by the students. 

The teachers have suggest¬ 
ed courses in fiction, discus¬ 
sions of the Middle East, with 
particular reference to the 
Arabs and Israelis, and others.

come involved in such outside 
of school projects as helping 
with tutoring in underprivi¬ 
leged areas, Elliot noted. 

Principal Mechem said that 
he hopes to incorporate many 
of the ideas which may come 
out of the Murray Road pro¬ 
gram into the high school. For 
example, he may insist that 
each house at the high school 
work as an independent unit 
to a greater extent than it 
now does. 

When asked by Committee¬ 
man Francis Frazier if the pro¬ 
gram is practical enough for 
a practical world which in¬ 
cludes such things as college 
entrance examinations, Me¬ 
chem explained that the p;o- 
gram was not really designed 
for the successful student but 
more for youngsters who have 
not really been reached or ex¬ 
cited by school. 

“But we are worrying all the 
time, and will keep a good eye 
on the practical aspects,” Me 
chem said. 

Though the program is now- 
limited to high school juniors, 
Mechem said that if it seems 
advisable to modify the orig¬ 
inal statement of intent he 
will do so. 

The critical factor, as Me¬ 
chem explained it, is motiva¬ 
tion. If the experience can help 
the youngster to gain self mo¬ 
tivation it will be successful. 
Evidence already seems to in¬ 
dicate that It has done just 
that for some students in¬ 
volved.

type mechanical machines or 
handwritten paper ballot* 
could be used in the state. 

In the past, Newton voters 
have used written ballots. Vote 
tallies were prepared manual¬ 
ly, ward by ward and as¬ 
sembled and retallied. Final re¬ 
turns often were not available 
until the day after the elec¬ 
tion. 

Using the Raytheon equip¬ 
ment, each voter's choice will 
be registered directly on a 
data processing card. 

When the polls close and all 
cards are accounted for, these 
will he delivered to the data 
processing center at Boston 
College in Newton where a 
computer will tally the votes 
immediately and provide de¬ 
tailed analyses of votes cast 
in total and by wards. 

Mayor Monte Kashas has 
authorized the lease of 514 
vote recorders from Ray¬ 
theon. The quantity allows 
for one recorder for every 
100 voters plus another 33 
for demonstration and In¬ 
doctrination use. 

The unils are being supplied 
on a lease basis with an option 
enabling the city to buy them 
in the future, if desired. 

TTie vote recorders are 
simple to use. The voter re¬ 
ceives a data processing card 
and an envelope as he signs 
in at the polling place. He in 
serts the data processing card 
into the table top recorder and 
depresses a stylus opposite the 
name o fthe candidate of his 
choice. 

This punches a data hole 
in the card which the com¬ 
puter records as a vote. The 
computer is programmed to 
reject ail illegal choice such 
as voting for more than one 
candidate when only one 
vote is perimissable. 

The envelope for the punch¬ 
ed ballot card contains write- 
in space so that voters may ex¬ 
ercise their right to insert the 
name of any persons in lieu of 
the candidates whose names 
are printed on the ballot. 

These envelopes are inspect¬ 
ed by the election officials and 
tallied manually before the bal¬ 
lot cards are delivered to the 
data processing center. 

When not in use, the vote re¬ 
corders fold to a compact size 
(18” x 16" x 4") and can be 
stacked for storage.

In addition, she will conduct 
a seminar on sex education on 
Sept. 30 at the Second Congre- 
gational Church, 60 Highland 
Ave., West Newton. Morning 
and afternoon workshops for 
community leaders will be led 
by Miss Frances Breed, associ¬ 
ate director of SIECUS for 
community services. Dr. Es¬ 
ther Schulz, associate director 
of SIECUS educational serv-

The social life of teen¬ 
agers in The Netherlands is 
less luxurious and less exten¬ 
sive . .. because of the limited 
transportation and finances." 

"I found the Dutch girls 
were not very cloth-conscious 
. . . and fancy hairdos were 
not practical because of the 
mode of trans portation, 
bicycles." 

In conclusion Carol said 
that she will never forget the 
memories and impressions of 
her trip.

The town of Acton will mark 
the 193rd anniversary Sunday 
(Oct.l) of its active resistance 
to ‘Crown Rule', and the start 
of Its fight for liberty in 1775, 
with a spectacular parade and 
colonial muster. 

The program, which gets 
underway at 2 p.m., is under 
the auspices of the Acton 
Minutemen and promises to 
have the largest gathering of 
colonial units ever in the 
state. The colorful 50-man 
Nathan Hale Ancient Fifes 
and Drums from Connecticut 
will join more than a dozen 
other marching and musical 
units from Massachusetts. All 
parade and muster partici¬ 
pants will be in colonial uni¬ 
form and garb of the 1770's. 

At the conclusion of the par¬ 
ade a muster and concert of 
colonial music, musket vol¬ 
leys, and cannon fire, will 
take place at Charter Road 
Field. 

Guests of honor invited to 
view the parade includes 
former Senator Leverett Sal- 
tonstall. Governor John A. 
Volpe, Congressman Philip J. 
Philburn, Major General 
Kelly B. Lemmon, command¬ 
ing general at Fort Devens, 
Lt. Col. Lester W. Abrams, 
commanding officer, A.S.A., 
members of the General Court 
and Acton Selectmen. Parade 
marshal will be Sumner Zim¬ 
mer, with Robert Lape and 
Paul Zimmer as narrators. 

Crown Resistance Day 
came into being in 1774 with 
the closing of the port of Bos¬ 
ton and the 'Acts’ passed by 
the British Parliament in May 
1774. Massachusetts smolder¬ 
ed with resentment ready for 
the spark to ignite the fire of 
rebellion. 

This action by the British 
Parliament denied the citi¬ 
zens of Massachusetts the 
right to name the Governor’s 
Council; elect judges, sheriffs 
and justices of the peace; 
summon juries and to hold 
town meetings. The new acts 
struck at the heart of every 
person and a hope for peace¬ 
ful settlement and any further 
allegiance to the Crown was 
virtually wiped out. The Col¬ 
onists had reached the point 
of no return. 

On October 3, 1774, a secret 
town meeting was held on 
Meeting House Hill in Acton 
center and it was resolved 
that no further taxes would 
be paid to the Crown. The 
only money allotted was for 
a fifer for the newly organiz¬ 
ed Minutemen. 

The 38 members of the mili¬ 
tia company were drilled by 
the Captain, Isaac Davis, a 
farmer and gunsmith. When 
the British Regulars reached 
Concord in search of stores 
on April 19, 1775 Captain 
Davis and his band of soldiers 
marched to Concord. It was 
this contingent of patriots 
that met the British at the 
Old North Bridge and ‘‘fired 
the shot heard around the

LBJ Bothered By 
Credibility Gap

Washington UPI — Back¬ 
stairs at the White House: 
Probably nothing annoys 
President Johnson more than 
having his administration con¬ 
stantly accused of a credibil¬ 
ity gap. 

There are times when he 
derives some comfort from 
looking back to see how other 
presidents have borne the 
same sort of charges, but un¬ 
der somewhat different labels. 
One example was “news 
management” which critics 
hung on the Kennedy adminis¬ 
tration. 

At other times, however, 
Johnson finds little comfort 
in history, taking a shortterm 
view of those who challenge 
credibility o f statements 
made and actions taken by 
his administration. 

Perhaps the Chief Execu¬ 
tive — and his critics — might 
heed a consultant to a large, 
theoretically non-partisan or¬ 
ganization, The consultant, a 
sociologist by profession, sent 
out a confidential memoran¬ 
dum warning against blaming 
the credibility gap entirely 
on Johnson. 

"There is a public tendency 
to disbelieve or distrust gov¬ 
ernment,” the memo said. 
“This has been going on for 
a long time and it seems to in¬ 
crease as government grows 
larger. One aspect of this is 
that most people associate 
larger government with poli¬ 
tical greed instead of a rap¬ 
idly growing population.”

credibility by the manner in 
which he goes about selection 
of a person for appointment or 
nomination to federal office. 

Chairman John Macy of the 
Civil Service Commission, 
acts as one of the President’s 
chief talent scouts. In con¬ 
sultation with members of the 
White House staff, Macy sub¬ 
mits names of four or five 
possible appointees for a 
specific job. The names are 
sent to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation which then in¬ 
vestigates each person on the 
list. 

Those under consideration 
hear about the FBI checks, 
the word gets into local pa¬ 
pers, then into Washington 
papers and if the job is large 
enough to warrant it. specula¬ 
tion begins to snowball. 

Then Johnson or an adviser 
may come up with an entirely 
new name. After more appro¬ 
priate checks the job goes to 
this man who may not have 
figured in public speculation 
at all. 

Those who were considered 
but passed over naturally feel 
a bit miffed and their explana¬ 
tion to friends and reporters 
often is that the President 
changed his mind. Or they 
say in some cases that they 
turned down the job.

WASHINGTON—The Inter¬ 
national Development Associa¬ 
tion IDA, a bank where poor 
countries can borrow money 
on the easiest terms, is broke. 

IDA, the world hank’s "soft 
loan" window, has loaned 
nearly $1.17 billion over the 
past seven years for projects 
such as electric power, roads, 
railways, steel mills, irrigation 
and schools. 

And although the associa¬ 
tion still has money to dis¬ 
pense on loans already made, 
all but about $85 million of 
its funds have already been 
committed, and the remainder 
has already been earmarked 
for projects in the final stages 
of consideration. 

So while the needs of the 
poor nations continue to grow, 
one major source of develop¬ 
ment capital has died up. IDA 
has stopped making new loans. 

U. S. W ill Contribute 

No one doubts that the 
United States and the 17 other 
rich countries that belong to 
IDA will kick in additional 
funds. But when? How much? 
And under what conditions? 
These are crucial questions, 
which may or may not get an¬ 
swered at next week's meeting 
of the World Bank and Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund at 
Rio De Janeiro. Brazil. 

The longer the rich coun¬ 
tries argue about replenishing 
IDA, the longer the poor coun¬ 
tries have to put off projects 
they desperately need to build 
up their economies. 

George D. Woods, president 
of the bank, has asked IDA's 
rich members to quadruple 
their contributions. Woods 
wants them to give $1 billion 
a year for three years instead 
of the $250 million they have 
been giving annually. 

In response to Wood’s propo¬ 
sal, the United States has sug¬ 
gested $800 million a year 
and promised to put up $320 
million or 40 per cent of the 
total. 

See Nothing Wrong 

Some of the smaller aid¬ 
giving countries like Sweden 
see nothing wrong with the 
U. S. offer or even with Wood's 
larger request. But the other 
big countries — France, Ger¬ 
many and Britain -have been 
talking mori in terms of $500 
to $750 million a year. 

France gives lots of aid but 
has never liked giving it 
through international organi¬ 
zations. Germany and Britain 
have budgetary problems. 

The question of the condi¬ 
tions under which IDA will get 
more money illustrates the 
close link between the inter¬ 
national monetary system and 
foreign aid. 

The United States says its 


offer depends on the establish¬ 
ment of safeguards that would 
keep dollars dispersed by IDA 
from coming home as claims 
on the nation's diminishing 
gold stock. 

The world monetary system 
rests on U.S. willingness to 
give foreign governments gold 
for their surplus dollars at 
$35 an ounce. As long as the 
United States continues to run 
a balance of payments deficit 
—which means dollars are 
flowing abroad and creating a 
potential drain on the U. S. 
gold stock—U. S. foreign aid 
will be more than normally 
subject to cuts or at least to 
the kind of conditions the U. S. 
has proposed for IDA 

Installment Han 

Specifically, the United 
States has offered to contrib¬ 
ute her share in two install¬ 
ments. The first would be giv¬ 
en without strings. But the 
size of the second installment 
would depend on how much of 
the first was coming back in 
the form of purchases of U.S. 
machinery and equipment, 
rather than U. S. gold. 

In recent years, the United 
States has been getting back 
in procurement only about 50 
cents on each dollar it has con 
tributed to IDA. U. S. officials 
point out that their new con 
dition would not violate the 
W'orld Bank’s rule against 
“tied" aid. Contracts would 
still go to the lowest bidder 
Poor countries would still he 
getting the most for their aid 
dollar. 

But if it turned out that the 
United States failed to receive 
its share of the contracts, it 
would simply reduce the size of 
its second installment to IDA. 

Woods and his colleagues at 
the bank are not unsympathe 
tic with U. S. balance of pay¬ 
ments worries. They have 
come to realize, furthermore, 
that Congress is not likely to 
replenish IDA unless the U. S. 
gold stock is somehow pro¬ 
tected. 

1969 Target Date 

But bank officials also point 
out that while they are asking 
the United States and the 
other rich countries to com 
mit themselves now for three 
years, no one will actually 
have to start paying in money 
before mid '969. In the mean¬ 
time, IDA will go on dispell¬ 
ing money on the loans it has 
already agreed to make. 

Whata’s more, bank officials 
are unhappy at the prospect 
of not knowing for sure in

But the days have 
become weeks and the Ames 
family is no closer to finding 
a new home than they were 
the moment fire drove them 
from their former dwelling. 

Each clay Mrs. Janet Ames 
puts her two oldest children 
111 her '56 Ford and drives 
from I-exington to Newton 
where Christopher, 7, and 
Gregory, 6. attend St. Jean's 
School. Her mother cares 
for Michelle, 3. 

After Mrs. Ames leaves the 


boys at school she spends the 
rest of the day seeking a 
home. Her hunt has been 
relentless; the results unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

Mrs. Ames has called real 
estate brokers and agencies. 
She has journeyed up almost 
every mile of the 600 miles of 
Newton city streets. She has 
found only one empty apart¬ 
ment and that was too small 
to house her growing family. 

Someone, somewhere must 
know of a three bedroom 
apartment that the Ames 
family can afford 

Mrs. Ames wants to remain 
in Newton. Her husband, her 
children love this city. She 
can afford to pay $100 rent 
a month. 

Certainly someone must 
care!
